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GUNDRAL POWELL CLAYTON. 
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United: States Minister Clayton Describes Conditions 
in Mexico---Comparatively Few Foreigners 


in the Country.

Washington, April 23.—I met General 
Powell Clayton, our ambassador to Mex- 
ico, when he was in Washington a short 
‘time ago. General Clayton is now 70 
‘years of age, but he does not look sizty, 
and bears no signs of the wear and :ear 
.ef public life. Still, -he has been in the 
thick of things for more than half a 
century. 
statesmen. The Claytons began to’ do 
things in the United States more than 
one hundred and fifty years ago, and 
théy have kept pretty well to the front 
eyer since. . Joshua, Clayton. came. to 
America with William Penn, and John 
M. Clayton, the secretary of state, who 
made the. Clayton-Bulwer treaty, .was 
his grandson. Powell Clayton comes from 
the same hranch of the family. He was 
born in Pennsylvania, went to school] at 
Wilmington, Del., and, like George Wash- 
ington, ‘started life as a civil engineer. 
Washington got $5 a day for surveying 
the wilds of Virginia for Lord Fairfax. 
Powell Clayton got $5 a mile for sur- 
veying public lands in Kansas in the days 
just preceding the waf.. It was his job 
as a surveyor that took him to the west. 
He was there when the war broke out. 
He entered the union army-and remained 
in the sérvice until its‘ clake. 
in as a captain and came out a brigadier 
general. 

After the war he bought a plantation in 
Arkansas, settleg there and was elected 
governor of the state. He held this posl- 
tion during the ex@iting period of recon- 
struction, when he fought a battle royal 
against the Ku Klux clan. He was eler<- 
ed to the United States senate from Ar- 
kansas and after that devoted himseif 
to building the Eureka Springs rallroad. 

For the past seven years Genera] Clay- 


ton has been ambassador from the United | 


States to Mexico. He »was appointed by 
President McKinley, and says that he will 
close his term at the end of the present 
administration. 

During our conversation I asked him 
how -he liked the position of ambassador. 
fe replied: 

“The office is a pleasant one, although /t 
carries many responsibilities and also the 
possibility of doing some good. I feel 
however, that I have had it quite long 
enough, and I am ready to retire. It was 
my intention to have closed my public 
life at seventy, but I shall remain until 
the end of this administration and retire 
at 72.” 

‘What wil? you do then, General?’ I 
asked. 

“I don’t know, but I suppose I will do 
what most old men do, that is, lead a 
quiet life enjoying my friends. My chil- 
dren want me to write my memoirs for 
them. I have been saving matertal all 
my life, and it is possible I may do that.”

“What is the condition of Mexico today, 
General?’ 

“It Is In an excellent conditign. The peo- 
ple are prosperous and the country is on 
a good substantia) basis. Times are good, 
although not so good, perhaps, as here.” 

‘Does the country grow much from 
year to year?” 

“Mexico has a steady natural growth,” 
replied Genera!

“Give me some idea of wages, general,” 
sald J.

“T sea by a recent dispatch that the 
Chinese are coming Into Mexico by the 
thousands.”’ Le 

“Such statements are probably exag- 
gerated,”’ was the reply, ‘‘There are not 
many Chinese in Mexico, and they are 
admitted at only one or two ports in 
order that the character of those coming 
in may be carefully investigated.” 

‘What are the Mormons doing in Mex- 
ico?” 

‘They have three colonies,” replied the 
ambassador, “two In the Bravos district 
of the state of @iifhuahua, and one in the 
district of Arispe in Sonora. There is 
also an American colony. not Mormon, ir 
the state of Tamaulipas, which has been 
éstablished within the past six months. 
All of these colonies are in a flourishing 
condition, and the Mormons especially 
are industrious and thrifty.” 

“About how many foreigners are there 
in Mexico?” 

“Comparatively few. Less than one 
hundred thousand, I should say.” 

Americans in Mexico, 

“Are there many Americans?” 

‘Yes, more than those of any foreign 
nationality excepting the Spanish, There 
are fifteen or sixteen thousand of our 
people there. All, so far as I know, re- 
tain their American citizenships and 
most come intending to stay only long 
enough to make their fortunes, and then 
return to the United States.” 


‘What are the Americans doing?” 

“They are interested in all sorts of 
enterprises. Some are opening up gold, 
silver and copper mines. Others have 
franchises for street railroads and water- 
works in the cities. Some are engaged in 
farming and many are employed in con- 
nection with the rallroads, which belong 
largely to the United States.’ 

“Have many made fortunes?” 

“Some have done well, but noné have 
made the enormous sums which are now 
called fortunes In the United States.

surplus from northern Mexico,” said Am- 
bassador Clayton. “The cattle are taken 
across the border and fattened in Texas 
or the territories, and thence shipped to 
great packing ceniters. In the south the 
chief markets are Cuba and South Amer- 
ica.” 

" “What is Mexico doing in manufactur- 
ing?” I asked. 

‘ “It is increasing its cotton factories,” 
replied the ambassador. ‘Jt has now con- 
siderably over a hundred factories, which 
use something like 60,000,0@O pounds of 
raw cotton a year. The factories make 
different kinds of geods, including cali- 
coes. They made over eleven million 
pieces of cloth last year, chiefly for home 


consumption. The indYstry is protected 
by high tariff.”

He 
became president in 1876 and then began 
to bring order out of chaos. Since then 
Mexico has been qulet, and General Diaz 
has managed its affairs so well that, 
with the exception of one intervening 
term, he has held the office of president 
from that time to this.’’ 

“IT gee it is stated that he is about to 
retire from the presidency,” said I. 

“T think not,” gaid our ambassador to 
Mexico. ‘‘He may give the duties of his 
office over to the vice president while he 
takes a trip to Europe, but I do not 
think he expects to retire."

“The anti-third term sentiment,”’ replied 
General] Clayton, ‘“‘was a creature of the 
politicians, not of the people. Our citizens 
have no objections te a president ‘holding 
a third term provided other presidents 
have come in between. Te only reason 
against a third term is that the president 
might use his patronage for his reelection, 
This could not be charged against Grant, 
for he was then out of office and had 
been so for four years.” 

“Would the third term argument. have 
any effect as to President Cleveland, sup- 
pose he should be nominated?’ 

“I think not,’’ replied General Clayton. 
“There are many good arguments against 
his reelection, but that is not one of

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BRYAN MAKING WAR 


ON ALTON B. PARKER 


Nebraskan Opens tire on the 
Judge and the New York 
Platform, 


DRYAN TIRES A HALL 
TO OPEN HIS CRUSADE 


He Tells Why He Dislikes the New 
York Jurist and the Platform 
Adopted by the State Con- 
vention Recently Held 
at Albany, N. Y.

Chicago, April 23.—William J. Bryan 
epoke/ here tonight in a hall which he 
had threa for the purpose. His speech 
dealt with democratic conditions, and 
was in some respects, a bitter attack on 
Judge Alton B. Parker and the platform 
adopted by the New York state conven- 
tion, which presented Judge Parker as 
candidate for the democratic presidential 
nomination. Mr. Bryan spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“As it is somewhat unusual for a polit- 
ical speech to be made as this one is 
tonight, let me preface my remarks with 
an explanation. I have hired this hall, 
and I introduce myself because I do not 
care to speak under the auspices of any 
club or organization which is committed 
to any particular aspfrant for office. My 
concern is not about the name or the 
personality of the nominee, but about the 
' principles for which the democratic par- 
ty is to stand, while many of the papers 
seem to assume that the contest for the 
democratic nomination is necessarily be- 
tween Judge Parker and Mr. Hearst, and 
that every democrat must either be for 
one or the other; such a position is illog- 
ical and without foundation. Those who 
are classed as reorganizers—and by that 
I mean those who would carry the party 
‘back to the position that it occupied un- 
der Mr. Cleveland’s: administration—are 
not entirely agreed among themselves as 
to the proper candidate upon whom to 
concentrate their votes, and so those who 
are in sympathy with the spirit of our 
recent platforms may differ as to the 
relative availability of those who repre- 
sent the progressive element of the par- 
ty. My own position is one of neutrality. 


Why Bryan Opposes Parker. 


“When some two years ago I became 
satisfied that Ex-senator David B. Hill 


j 
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was planning to be a candidate I pointed 
out the objections to his candidacy. When 
the Cleveland boom was launched I 
pointed out the objections to his candi- 
dacy, and now that Mr. Parker seems 
to be the leading candidate (though not 
the only candidate), among the reorgan- 
izers, I desire to present some reasons 
why he cannot be considered as an avail- 
able candidate for a democratic nomina- 
tion, and I find these. reasons, not in his 
personality, but in his position upon pub- 
lic questions. For a year he has been 
urged to speak out and declare himself 
upon the important tssues of the coming 
campaign, but he has remained silent. 
If this silence meant that nobody knew 
his views, those who have been loyal to 
the party in recent years’ would stand 
upon an equal footing with those who 
deserted, but it is evident now that while 
to the public generally his views are un- 
known, they are well known to those 
who are urging his nomination. What- 
ever doubt may have existed on this 
subject heretofore, has been dispelled by 
the platform adopted by the New York 
state convention, and taxing -that Plat- 
form asa text I am sanguine enough to 
believe that I can prove to every unbiased 
mind that Judge Parker {fs not a fit man 
to be nominated eifher by the democrat- 
ic party or by any other party that 
stands for honesty or fair dealing in 
politics. I cannot hope to convince those 
who favor deception and fraud in pollt- 
tice, but I 4m satisfieqd that we now have 
evidence sufficient to convict Judge Par- 
ker of absolute unfitness for the nomina- 
tion. If he did not know of the platform 
in advance, if he did not himself dictate 
it or agree to it, he has allowed it to 
go out as his utterance, for the conven- 
tion was dominated by his friends, and 
adopted a resolution presenting him as 
the candidate of the party of the state. 


Attacks New York Platform. 

“The New York platform is a dishonest 
platform, fit only for a dishonest party. 
No one but an artful dodger would stand 
upon it. The submission of such a plat- 
form to the voters of a state is an in- 
sult to their intelligence, for it is in- 
tended to deceive them, and a deliberate 
attempt to decelve—éspecially so clumsy 
an attempt as this platform is—is a re- 
flection upon fhe brains of those to whom 
it ig submitted. 

“This platform proves that the oppost- 
tion to the Kansas City platform is not 
opposition to silver, but opposition to 
every needed reform and Opposition to all 
that the masses desire. 

‘T had expected that a platform prepar- 
ed by Mr. Hill for Judge Parker would 
be evasive and lacking in trankness, 
but I did not conceive that any body 
of men calling themselves democrats 
would present such a piatfonm as a 
recommendation of a candidate. If we 
are to take the New York platform as 
an indication of what the next demo- 
cratic platform its to be in case the re- 
organizers control the convention, then 
who will be able to deny the secrey pur- 
pose of the organizers te turn the party 
over to predatory wealth? With such a 
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Minnesota, 
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platform and a candidate who would be 
willing to run upon it, the party could 
secure as large a campaign fund as the 
republican party has ever_secured, but 
in securing it it would, like the repub- 
lican party, secretly pledge the admin- 
istration to a construction of the plat- 
form satisfactory to the corporations and 
the combinations. 

“Can any one doubt that with such a 
platform as was adopted in New York, 
and with a candidate whose conscience 
woukd permit him to run ugon such a 
platform—does any one doubt that such 
a platform and candidate would be mort- 
gaged beforehand to the corporations 
that are now using the government as a 
private asset and plundering the peo- 
ple at will. : 

Human Rights and Property Rights. 

“The issue presented today in the trust 
question and in all the other questions 
with which we have to déal is the ques- 
tion between human rights and the so- 
called ‘property rights’—or, more properly 
speaking, between ordinary people and 
the great corporations. Those who be- 
ileve that property rights are supreme 
take tha side of the trusts. If we have 
a president who is in sympathy with this 
theory it means that the dollar will be 
given consideration before the man, It 
means that organized wealth can con- 
tinue to trample upon the rights of the 
people; it means that the jnstrumental- 
ities of government can be used for the 
protection of every scheme of exploita- 
tion that the capitalists can conceive. 

“T, for one, am not willing that, the 
democratic party shall become the tool 
of the corporations; I am not willing that 
it shall be the champlon of organizea 
wealth. And it is because I believe that 
the party has a higher mission than to be 
the exponent of plutocracy that I am pro- 
testing against the schemes of those who 
would put it into competition with the 
republican party for the support of Wall 
street financiers. Ut is for this reason 
that I protest against mortgaging the 
party to the capitalists to secure an enor- 
mous corruption fund. 

“Tf any who are present tonight or 
who read what id say think that I am 
trving to interfere with democratic gsuc- 
cess, let me answer that no democrat is 
more anxious for the party to succeed 
than I am. No one has suffered more 
from dissensions and divisions in the 
party, and no one, I believe, is more eager 
for the country to enjoy the great benefits 
which a triumph of real democracy would 
bring. But I do not desire that the party 
Shall win offices only. If that is the 
only purpose of the party, let its prin- 
ciples be abandoned and its platform sim- 
ply declare the party hungry for the 
patronage. The lesson of 1894 shows the 
folly of hoping to win by a surrende: 
to the corporations, but even if success 
ciid be bought in such a Way it would 
not be worth the prite. 

“The New York platform is ambiguous, 
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uncertain, evasive and dishonest. It would 


disgrace the democrats of the nation to 
adopt such a platform, and it ought to de- 
feat as an aspirant for a democratic 
nomination any man who woulda ve will- 
ing to have it go forth as a declara- 
tion of his views on public questions. In 
Illinojs, in Wisconsin, in Michigan, in 
in Indiana, !n Ohio, and in 
every state that has not acted, it he- 
hooves the democrats to arouse them- 
selves and organize to the end that they 
may prevent the consummation of the 
schemes of reorganfgers. Their scheme 
begins with the deception of the rank and 
file of the party. It is to be followed 
up by the debauching of the public, with 
a campaign fund secured from the corpo- 
rations, and it is to be consummated by 
the betrayal of the party organization 
and of the country into the hands of those 
who are today menacing the liberties of 
the country by their exploitation of the 
producers of wealth.”

Some very interesting papers on the 
work of the society have been presented 
and suggestions for the furtherance of 
the work have been discussed at length. 


The annual report of the treasurer, 
Miss Mary Wikle, approved by the audit- 
ing committee, was read and adopted. It 
showed the following receipts during the 
year, by districts: Athens district, $!,- 
980.77; Atlanta district, $3,444.14; Au- 
gusta district, $1,679.30; Dalton district,

Transfer of Property of Company 
Approved by Practically 
Unanimous Vote, 


Pari!s, April 23.—The meeting of stock- 
holders of the Panama Canal Company 
for the purpose of finally ratifying the 
transfer of the canal to the United States, 
was held in the Salle des Agriculteurs 
today. 

A large and demonstrative crowd was 
present, Many women occupying the gal- 
leries. Prior to the meeting it became 
Known that the conveyance of the prop- 
erty to the Uniteq States already had 
been made. Great interest was mani- 
fested as it was recognized that the vote 
on approving the conveyance would be 
the final struggle. 

The report of the council of adminis- 
tration was distributed to the sharehold- 
ers, This formally announced that Pres- 
ident Bo and Director Rischmann had 
Signed the conveyance and presented a 
resolution ratifying their action, 

The report also gave the text of the 
conveyance to the United States, The 
most important paragraph reads as fol- 


lows: 
“Now, therefore, we, the New Panama 


000,000 in gold coin of the United States 
to the said company on its order or de- 


mand tontemporaneously with the delivery 


of this present conveyance to the represen- 
tatives of the United States, first above 
mentioned, and the delivery to them of 
its property in Paris and the certificates 
of said Panama railroad shares (the 
property of the company not being un- 
derstood to include the treasury assets 
of the company, including deposits of 
money outstanding credits and tinvest- 
ments on the bonds). and the delivery 
upon the isthmus of Panama to an agent 
uf the United States, designated by them 
or the attorney general of the United 
States of the remainder of its rights and 
properties, do hereby acknowledge and 
confine said sale and do grant, sell and 
assign, transfer and set over to the 
United States absolutely in full owner- 
ship, the totality, without exception of 
the company’s property and rights on the 
isthmus of Panama and its maps and 
archives at FParis.’’ 

The report also gave the opinion of 
former Premier Waldeck-Rousseau on 
the regularity of the transfer and the 
resolution for the liquidation of the com- 
pany after all the property is turned over 
to the United States.

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FACIN OUTOONE 
BY ENCLISHMAN 


Scoundrel Father Trains Son 
To Become Burglar, 


- 


He Selected Cribs for the Little Lad 
To Crack and Remained at Home 
To Receive the Plunder 
Long Sentence Given 
the Father. 


Special Correspondence. 
London, April !4.—In sentencing E4d- 


ward Everitt, a house painter of Enfield, 
to six years’ penal servitude for inciting 
to crime and receiving stolen property, 
the magistrate of the Middlesex sessions 
have cut short a career of infamy which, 
while recalling Dickens’ story of Fagin 
and his juvenile thieves’ school, in some 
respects reveals greater moral depravity 
than was shown by that fictitious villain. 
For this degenerate modern Fagin chose 
for his pupil his own 14-year-old-son, Al- 
fred, and trained him to become an ex- 
pert burglar. 

The occasional jobs of house painting 
which Everitt did, afforded him excel- 
lent opportunities for discovering the 
“cribs” that could be easiest ‘‘cracked’’ 
and what booty they contained. He had 
painted the vicarage at Wichmore Hill 
and.selected that for his son’s initial ex- 
ploit at house breaking. With a knife and 
two pieces of wood he had previously in- 
Structed him how to pry open a window 
catch without making any noise. 

“You will find the drawing room win- 
dow the easiest to open that way,” this 
model father said. ‘“‘When you get inside 
take your boots off, pick up all the silver 
you can lay your hands on and be mighty 
careful you don’t make any noise about 
it. Then when you think it is past 6 
o'clock in the morning come out and 
when you gét into the street walk quickly 
as if you were going to work, but come 
straight home.’’ 

Old Man Took No Risks. 

The parent did not propose to run any 
risks himself that could be avoided. The 
role he set himself was simply that of in- 
structor and appropriator of the swag. 
But the boy had the making in him of a 
first-class burglar. One Sunday night he 
Climbed over the vicarage gate, ensconced 
himself in a shed at the rear of the house 
and there remained until] about 5 o'clock 
on Monday morning. Then he entered 
the drawing room, opening the window 
by the methods his father had shown 
him, 

“I found tn the sideboard drawer,’’ he 
said in his evidence, “‘a carving knife and 
fork, a catch knife, a sugar sifter, two 
silver-plated knife reste, one pair of sil- 
ver salad servers, one silver skewer, two 
silver-plated dish bottoms and 4 shil- 
fings in money—the latter in a purse, 
which I left behind. I put the stuff in a 
bag, left the house and went straight 
home with it. When I got there I whistled 
and father threw the key out of the win- 
dow to me and I let myself in. As soon 
as I entered our room—we all live and 
sleep In the same room—father said, 
‘Don't make the &tuff rattle or the peo- 
ple downstairs will hear you,’ ’’ 

A few days later young Everitt's father 
set him another house-breaking job. As 
before the boy made his entrance at night 
and this time hid hilmself in an empty 
chicken coop. So seasoned had he become 
to crime in this brief period that he ac- 
tually slept there until past 5 o'clock. 
Then he entered the house by the draw- 
ing room window. Here he found three 
Ssiiver boxes and twelve silver gpoons. He 
next tackled the kitchen window and ap- 
propriated the plum: pudding that he 
found in the larder. Hungry though he 
was, he took the plum pudding home with 
him in a sack with the rest of what he 
had stolen, 

Another Exploit. 

Less than a fortnight after this exploit 
the little lad was started on another bur- 
glarious enterprise. As on the two previ- 
Ous Occasions the house chosen wag one 
in which the father had worked. He had 
ascertained that there was no dog kept 
there and that the kitchen contained most 
of the household silver. That night the 
boy slept in a shed tn the rear of the 
premises, effected an entrance through 
the scullery window next morning and 
looted the culinary apartment of the sil- 
ver he could find. But while obeying his 
father’s instructions to walk off quickly 
as though he was hurrying to werk he 
was stopped by an inqulsitve policeman, 
who insisted on examining the contents of 
the sack. And then the secret of the 
mysteriou& burglaries that had alarmed 
and puzzleq Enfield was soon out. Buf 
the boy, with a loyalty to his father 
which he was far from deserving, did not 
betray his complicity in the crimes until 
he had led the police a long wild goose 
chase in segfch of a suppositious in- 
dividual 4 Oo, he said, had entrusted the 

m. 

In sentencing the father the chairman 
of the board of magistrates said he hoped 
that the imposition of a severe sentence 
would deter “other brutes of fathers” 
from following his example. The boy was 
sent to a reformatory for four years to 
undo, if possible, his father’s teaching.

Clellan. Hundreds of those who heard 
his speech declare without hesitation 
that it was the best they ever listened to, 
and among those hundteds were men 
who have been present when the world's 
greatest orators declaimed. 

The speech not only far surpassed the 
one delivered a week or so ago by the 
same gentieman in rhetorical brilliancy 
and strength and clearness of argument, 
but it was notable from the fact that of 
the four or five republican leaders who 
attempted to embarrass the New Yorker 
by asking him questions and otherwise 
interrupting him, every one was inglo- 
riously and Incontinently beaten. 

Payne, Grosvenor and Dalzell, the men 
who are generally relied on to come for-f

Cockran Opens on Tariff. 

Mr. Cockran, after discussing the tariff 
question, said the difference between tne 
two parties, which was indicated in every 
republican “song’ was tat tne uemo- 
cratic party did not know what it wanted 
and did not know how to get it; the re- 
publican yarty knew what it wanted 
(laughter) and always knew how to reach 
out for it.

AGAIN THE STAR 


His Arraignment of Roosevelt 
Forced Republican Defense 


Colonel Pat Hepburn, of Iowa, At- 
tempted To Answer North State 
Democrat’s Clever Use of 
Roosevelt’s Writings 
by Attack on South.

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative Claude Kitchen, of North 
Carolina, wag again a star performer in 
the house today. His bitter and clever 
criticism of President Roosevelt yester- 
day, in which he quoted liberally from 
prominent representatives in their crit- 
icism of Theodore Roosevelt and also 
quoted Roosevelt’s attacks wpon Gros- 
venor and other representative leaders 
as “champions of foul government and 
dishonest politics’’ had so stirred up the 
republicans that they felt they could not 
permit the episode to rest without fur- 
ther reply. 

To thig end, they trotted out Colonel 
Pat Hepburn, the veteran [Owan, who, 
as a preiude to a general political speech, 
aimed particularly at a tariff speech 
of Champ Clark, essayed to reply to 
Kitchen, declaring his speech to have 
been a ‘“‘crimnal denunciation of the 
chief executive of the nation,’’ and, 
therefore, a reflection upon the entire 
country. 

Mr. Hepburn recalled Mr. Kitchen’s ref- 
erence to President Roosevelt's statement 
that a trace of brutal barbarism runs 
through the people of the south. 

“This gentleman, Mr, Kitchens, is a 
representative of the people of the 
south,” said Mr. Hepburn. “I call up 
the speech he made yesterday as witness 
to justify the president's statement. Mr. 
Hepburn said that there is always prev- 
alent a disloyal spirit, refusal to obey 
laws. resulting in mob rule, rampant 
and frequent in one section of the coun- 
try and occasionally found in ether sec- 
tions. 

“The president wrote of the extreme 
frontier in his reference to lynching, 
and the gentleman from North Carolina 
took it as justification for lynching in the 
south, where civiization exists and 
courts are to be found.’”” Mr. Hepburn 
said he would not permit the brutal 
arraignment of President Roosevelt to 
go unpunished. Mr. Hepburn then de- 
yoted his attentlon to the tariff ques- 
tion. 

Kitchen’s Clever Rejoinder. 

Upon the close of his remarks, Mr. 
Kitchen, of North Carolina, was rec0g- 
nized to reply. 

He made a humorous, semi-sarcastic 
speech in which he deplored the at- 
tacks made upon him by Mr. Grosvenor 
and Mr. Hepburn, and said that they 
shewed the greatest ingratitude, and that 
he was only trying to defend them from 
the defamation of their character by 
Theodore Roosevelt. He admitted that 
he was liable to be characterized as a 
peanut politician whenever he agreed 
with Mr. Grosvenor, but that his feel- 
ing of admiration for the two distin- 
guished republicans had led him into 
defending them, even at the risk of be- 
ing expelled from the house by expcu- 
tive order of the president. His speech 
was in excellent temper, and full of 
clever hits at the republicans, who now 
allowed themselves to be dominated by 
a man who had not only villified them 
personally, but had openly expressed 
his contempt for congress as a whole.

A fight is to be made on the places 
fn the city where négro women and men 
ees for the purpose of drinking. 

number of saloons have near them al- 
Reged restaurants, where negroes meet 
mand order drinks. As women are not 
mllowed to enter saloons, they can con- 
@regate in these so-called restaurants 
and swill beer and whisky just as they 
would do if they were permitted to en- 
ager bar rooms and drink with the men. 

The fight on these dives is to be 
ptarted by the better element of thé ne- 
groes in the city. The negroes of the 
better class say that such dives are 
cemoralizing to their race. 

No fault is found with the police be- 
cause there is no law against drinks 
teing served in restaurants. The city 
#rdinances regulating the sale of liquor 
do not allow drinks to be served in rooms 
Opening into saloons, but if the rooms 
have a passageway into a saloon drinks 
@an be served, provided such rooms are 
fun as restaurants. 

What connection the saloons have with 
these alleged restaurants can not be 
known, but the fact that such places 
@re located near to or adjoining bar 
rooms would seem to indicate that the 
€aloon men must look upon the dives 
as places of considerable revenue, 

Prominent Negro’s Views. 

The part that Is being taken in this 
fight against the dives is shown in the 
following card sent to The Constitution 
by Jackson McHenry, one of the best 
known negroes in the city: 

IAditor Constitution: 1 wash to call the 
attention Of the citizens of this city to 
& thing that is doing great evil in our 
midst. I reter to the many places where 
colored women are allowed to drink beer 
and whisky. ‘I'nese places are always 
connected with some saloon, apd in 
many instances are parts of saloons, 
and especially is this true on Decatur 
street. All day long and until 10 o'clock 
at night women ot my race are to be 
found at these places drinking beer and 
whisky. No longer than day before yes- 
terday a woman cut a man with a razor 
at one of them, the very one where Po- 
liceman Drasbach met his death some 
time ago, and uw great deal of the cases 
made in p0Olice court come from them, 
lt am informed. Young girls and women 
‘of al] ages meet at them, and sOmetimes 
(wind up in drunken fights. Now, who 
.is to blame for this condition cf af- 
fairs? Js it possible that the great 
city Atlanta does not have the power 
to Stoh this evil? In the intergst of my 
race and the good of the eOmmunhity, | 
call on the autnNorities to investigate and 
‘close these palces. It isa crying shame 
On a civilized community, and as long 
as it lasts it will be the cause of drunk- 
en fights and sometimes of murders. If 
these places were not allowed to exist, 
|then these women could not get becr and 
‘whisky so easily. Certainly, they could 
not be given the privilege of meeting 
‘and drinking all day long when they 
Ought to be at work. Some of these 
women, I am told, are married, and while 
their husbands are at work, they are 
‘hangifg around these places, drinking 
and caurousing. Is it necessary, Mr. Ed- 
itor, for the city of Atlanta to permit 
such places to exist? Can we hope to 
keep down crime while these holes fur- 
‘nish places to hatch crime? it is very 
discouraging to us to see some of our 
women, althOugh they are inclined that 
Way, given this sort of disgraceful priv- 
awe The great majority of our wom- 
en do not approve of a thing of th 
kind, but there is, however, a glans os 
geem to delight in it. Some time ago 
the city council broke up the dance halls. 
No better act was ever done by them, 
Now, won't they break up these women 
bars? We have at. heart the good of 
our race, and we think that what 
brings disgrace On one part of it brings 
disgrace on us all, because we are too 
often judged as a whole by what a part 
does. In our efforts to help uplift our 
‘people we feel that we ought to hawe 
encouragement, and especially from the 
authorities. And. again, at many of 
these places, lite colored boys and girls 
can be found bringing beer and whisky 
from the saloon door to these rooms. 
it is a cOmmon sight to see this, but 
it has been carried on so long that very 
~ag people seem to pay any attention

General Deficiency Bill Passed. 

The general deficiency appropriation bil 
Was passed by the senate today, leaving 
but one of the appropriation bills unact- 
ed upon by that body.

Some personal data about this young 
man who has thus sprung into larger 
state prominence through this brilliant vic- 
tory in his home eircuit will prove of in- 
terest. He is the youngest son of Colo- 
nel Tom Howard, and was born in Kirk- 
wood, DeKalb county, twenty-eight years 
ago. He is today the youngest man in 
Georgia, holding the position of solicitor 
general. 

His first experience in legislative life

legislature in 1890, and as calendar clerk 


in the house in 1691-1892. He acted 
as private secretary to Senator Patrick 
Walsh during the latter’s term in tne 
United States senate and was noted a¢ 
the youngest man who had ever held 
that position in. Washington. He was 
a clerk to the quadro-centennial com- 
mittee of the United States senate in 


, 1893-1894. 


Returning home in 1894, he began the 
study of law under Colonel William H. 
Hulsey, Of Atlanta, and Judge A. S. 
Daly, of Wrightsville, for, despite his 
yeuth, he even then appreciated’ the 
strong lever that a practical knowledge 
of the law would tbe to him in any 
branch of public or business life. Ob- 
taining admittance in 1867, he com- 
menced to practice in his home county 
of DeKaib. He was elected to the leg- 
islature in 1900, leading the ticket over 
five opponents. 

Author of Franchise Tax Bill. 

Mr. Howard was the author of the 
much discussed Howard franchise tax 
bill, the first bill of this kind to be 
introduced in the Georgia legislature. 
The measure passed the house, but was 
defeated in the senate after a spirited 
fight. 

In his recent race for solicitor general 
he stumped the circuit with his oppo- 
nents, making ninety-eight speeches dur- 
ing the course of the campaign. By all 
kinds of cOnveyances and on foot he 
canvaesed each county, and after a hard 
fought contest, won a signal victory 
over his opponents at the polls. 

Mr. Howard is an almost daily vis- 
itor to Atlanta and during the past sev- 
eral days has been the recipient of the 
most flattering commendations on his re- 
markable race.

The 
companiés concerned in hte transaction 
are The Aygusta Railway and Electric 
Company, which operates the city trol- 
ley and suburban trolleys on the Geor- 
gia side of the river, and also the elec- 
tric lighting for Augusta and Summer- 
ville, and the North Augusta Land Com- 
pany, and North Augusta Improvement 
| Company, the two concerns that are de- 
veloping a large tract of land just oppo- 
site Augusta in South Carolina; the 
Hampton Terrace Hotel Company, which 
owns the great winter resort in North 
Augusta Heights, the Augusta-Aiken 
which owns and eperates 30 
miles of trolley system between Augusta 
and Aiken, passing through all the mill 
towns of Horse Creck valley in South 
Carolina. 

All of these companies have heretofore 
been Owned and operated by northern 
capitalists and Augustans have been 
voiceless in their management. The deal 
by which the change of ownership was 
effected was organized by James U. Jack- 
son, of Augusta 

Tonight he gave his personal check 
for $200.000 which closed the transac- 
tion.

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POLITICAL FIRES 


OT AN INDIANA 


‘Tom Taggart Is Leading the 
Fight for Judge Parker 


7 | ttearst Men Making a Lot of Noise, 
but Taggart Says Hearst Won’t 
Have a Gingle Hoosier Del- 
egate at the St. Louis 
Convention. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 23.—(Special.)— 
The fight between William Randolph 
Hearst and National Committeeman 
Thomas Taggart and the regular demo- 
cratic offdnigation for control of the 
Indiana delegation to the St. Louis na- 
tional convention is just now overshad- 
éwing everything else in the Hoosier po- 
litical field. Taggart and his supporters 
clainied today that the fight is already 
won by them and that Indiana will stand 
for the nomination of Judge Alton B. 
Parker, but at the Hearst headquarters 
there was a different story, the sub- 
stance of which was that they are gain- 
ing ground everg¢<gay and that a ma- 
jority of the Indiana delegates will vote 
for their chief. 

Contest Very Unique. 

The contest is unique ina way. Hearst 
has introduced some new methods in a 
state that has been long ntedasa hotbed 
of politics the year round. At the very 
outset, however, he gave Taggart and 
his followers a cue that they have not 
been slow to use and tt is admitted by 
impartial politicians that it has helped 
them. The Hearst boom, unfortunately 
for it, received its first impetus in this 
state from outsiders. An immense lot 
of missionary work has been done in 
the way of sending Hearst literature to 
the union laboring men and the farming 
classes and a sentiment was being work- 
ed up for him, but none of the party 
leaders of recognized standing showed a 
Aigposition to come to the front until 
Secretary Walsh, of the. national commit- 
tee, and one or two Hearst boomers came 
here to establish headquarters. 

Taggatt and his followers had pre- 
viously decided to send a delegation for 
Parker or any other candidate who would 
be named by those who are looking after 
Parker's interests in the east, but they 
had maintained a discrete silence. Hearst 
and his associates adopted noisy tactics 
right on the jump, but before they were 
under way the Taggart men were work- 
ing a story for all it was worth that Hearst 
had sent outsiders tnto Indiana to tell 
its democrats what to do. An appeal ts 
still being made to the democrats of 
the state to tuFn down the Invaders, as 
the Hearst agents are called, ang Taggart 
and his associates have grown so confi- 
dent that they are openly predicting that 
Hearet doeg not get a delegate. 

Hearst has-made his strongest bid for 
the support of those who were known as 
radical Bryanites. At his headquarters 
the statement is made to inquiring visi- 
tors that he more nearly represents Bry- 
anism than any one else who hag been 
mentioned for the presidential nomina- 
tion, but this appeal does not seem to 
have made good. Indiana has never 
been an enthuSiastic Bryan state, re- 
gatdless of all reports to the contrary. 
Four years ago it sent a delegation to 
Kansas City that was anxious to bolt 
the Chicago platform and would have 
done 60 if there had been an opportu- 
nity. Two years later there was no men- 
tlon of Bryanism in the state platform, 
regardless of the vigorous protests of 
his loyal followers. The same crow4a that 
throttled Bryanism is now out to throt- 
tle Hearst and is confident of success. 

Taggart’s Motives. 

It 1s the general impression of politi- 
clans here now that Taggart’s motives 
are deeper than a mere desire to gee a 
conservative man like Parker placed at 


the head of the ticket. He is a shrewd: 


politician with an ambition to become 
mational chairman. It is eaid that he be- 
lieves that his hopes can be realized only 
by the nomination of Parker, for the 
Hearst people are against him and thou- 
eands of copies of Hearst’s papers bitter- 
ly lampooning him are being scattered 
throughout the state each day. 

Taggart is a close friend of David RB. 
Hill, in fact, it was rumored two years 
ago, when there was an embryonic Hiil 
boom, that he had been selected to look 


_after Hili’s interests ‘in the western 


states, and especially in Indians. Kh is 
not known whether or not he has a 


promise of the chairmanship from Hill 


if Parker is nominated, for he is an 
edept at keeping his own plans hidden 
until he gets ready to move, but it would 
not be surprising to Indiana party lead- 
ers if he should be selected chairman if 
he wins out in his fight. 


Issue Hearst ani Taggart. 


The isuse among the democrats of In- 
diana now ig not Hearst and Parker 
but Hearst end Taggart. The latter 
and his friends have accepted the chal- 
lenge in that way and it has probably 
increased the chance of Parker to land 
the delegation, as the organization ts» 
true to Taggart, and the rank and file 
also regard him as one of the men who 
can organize the state for a successful 
battle. Taggart’es own district has 
spoken and has elected Parker delegates. 
The convention to make up the state del- 
egation to St. Louls will be held here 
May 12. 

The fight ie now being carried on flierce- 
ly in every district. Thousands of let- 
ters are being sent out from here every 
day to boost him. An effort is being 
made to organize MWHearst clubs every- 
where, but it is only meeting with fair 
success, A number of counties have in- 
dorsed him, but Chairman O’Brien, of 
the state committee, says that over 800 
delegates have been selected and that 
less than 200 are for Hearst. Like 
Taggart, he does not believe that Hearst 
will have an Indiana delegate at St. 
Louisa. The Hearst agents have been 
quick to seize every possible chance to 
get a footing and they are now trying 
to make capi out of the indorsement 
of Parker by Sleveland In several dis- 
tricts they ‘have inserted big display 
“sds” telling of the Parker indorsement 
by Cleveland. In the strong union labor 
centers, notably the gas belt, and in 
the districts where there is a big mining 
population, .Hearst probably has his best 
chance to win, but if he gets an Indiana 
delegate away from Taggart and his 
crowd, politicians will indeed be sur- 
prised, for it is sald that the regular 
organization. will enforce the unit rule 
just to show Hearst that his methods 
don’t go in this state and that outsiders 

‘'t control. 

Pageart and his assoclates belleve that 
the result in Indiana means more than 
a local victory. If earst is defeated 
here they are confident that the back- 
bone of his campaign will be broken, and 
they are anxious that they shall have 
the credit.

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"A. Chicago proteseor declares that dad

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Love and Marriage in Fiction. 
One of the chief objections that is 
brought against those who write 

novels in English is that they do not 
fulfill all their obligations to the pub- 
lic. They pursue their creations 
blithely enough when they are carry- 
ing them through the doubts and diffi- 
culties, the perils and disappointments 
of love, but when they hand them over 
to fpreacher and priest they bid them 
farewell, leaving them to work out 
their future in the dark so far as the 
reading public is concerned. This ob- 
jection is not as weighty as it seems 
to be. A little reflection will enable 
us to see that those who write novels 
in English are wise in their reticence. 
Love is always young and fresh and 
fair; now, as always, it is the chief 
business of youth, and if the author 
who makes it a practice to deal with 
lovers in the heat and misery of their 
passion has been true to his art, we 
have no need to follow the hero and 
heroine once they have settled down 
to housekeeping. There will be times 
when they will have to put up with 
cold victuals, moments when the fire 
is hard to kindle, and the stove re- 
fuses to draw. In short, much as we 
may admire their characters, as de- 
picted by our favorite story-teller, we 
cannot conceal] from ourselves the fact 
that if they are of mortal clay, they 
will be compelled to face many disap- 
pointments, and the commonplaces of 
life will swarm around them from 
morning till night. 

Miss Agnes Repplier, whose touch is 
light, firm and humorous, is the latest 
of that long line of complainants who 
pretend to be sorry because our novel- 
ists do net pursue their characters be- 
yond the marriage altar. “In real 
life,” she says, “this admirable reti- 
cence is a thing of the past; but the 
nevelist, for the most part, holds his 
peace, leaving his readers a prey to 
melancholy doubts and misgivings.” 
They order these things better—or 
worse—in France, and Miss Repplier 
quotes the amiable Andrew Lang to 
the effect that in French fiction “love 
comes after marriage punctually 
enough, but it is always love for an- 
other.” This practice, which may or 
may not be artistic, has given many 
serious souls cause for tears, and it 
has meved a few sober Frenchmen to 
protest against a fashion in fiction, the 
chief result of which is to give for- 
eigners a totally false view of the 
family life of that lively nation. So 
that the question naturally arises—and 
itis avery important onein its place— 
whether that art can be called real art 
which is not only neither true nor 
stimulating, but false and degrading. 

Of what avafil is the beauty of style, 
the perfection of diction, the art of 
construction, and the genius that melts 
and moulds all together in its fusing 
fires, if the result is to lower and de- 
grade the high ideals of life? The an- 
swer is to be found in the verdict of 
the world’s criticism when applied to 
the various forms of fiction literature; 
and the verdict is that realism as it is 
presented by those who prefer the re- 
pulsive is not only false in essence, 
but stomach-turning in substance. A 
piece of fiction may be very fine with 
respect to all the details of composi- 
tion and construction, but if it be es- 
sentially false and unmoral in its ef- 
fect, in what way is the world to profit 
by it? 

But we have no notion of getting 
away from the whimsical people who 
desire to know how the heroines and 
heroes of fiction manage to adjust 
themselves to the various problems 
that are presented without introduc- 
tion as soon as the honeymoon is 
over. Youth, properly speaking, is the 
period of love and romance; it is the 
period when all the characteristics that 
are to make men and women are in 
full and free play; and our fiction is 
a failure indeed, if we cannot meas- 
urably know just how the state of 
marriage is to affect those who, in 
our favorite novels, are supposed to 
take it upon themselves. i 

The average reader is no doubt a 
better judge of such things than the 
great authors whose Susiness it is to 
create characters for our amusement 
and instruction, and he has no need 
to have placed in his hands a diagram 
of the varieus ups and downs of mar- 
ried life. A hero who has strutted up 
and down the pages of a beok does 
not have to surrender his high aims 
and his lofty ideals because he has 
taken the heroine for his partner. Sta- 
tistics are silent on the subject, but if 
the figures could be marshaled, it 
would be found that the area of mar- 
ital happiness is not confined to any 
particular part of the world, but 
spreads out over all climes and all na- 
tions, irrespective of heroes and hero- 
ines. 

Mereever, there is no general de- 
mand onthe part of the reading public 
fer authors to follow their creations 
into the various hotels, boarding 
heuses and dwellings in which they 
are obliged to take refuge when the 
weather grows as inclement as an At- 
lanta April To know what they are 
is te know whether they are to be 
happy or not.

The Season of the Poets. 

It was a favorite remark of Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Sanders, of Shady Dale, that 
poets have one kind of spring and hu- 
man beings another, and as the ma- 
jority of us are merely human beings, 
it is to be presumed that we are now 
getting the kind of spring to which we 
are entitled. But it is decidedly un- 
comfortable to be compelled to put up 
with it, and there are long days, such 
as we have been having recently, when 
one is @imost desperate enough to 
wish that one were a poet, or some- 
thing on that order, so that one might 
have a cheap method of enjoying an 
April whose beauties are securely em- 
balmed in verse. 

It is refreshing to run a wet finger 
over the leaves of the various an- 
thologies and to discover. how very 
lovely April is. According to the 
poets the clammy greenness which we 
have before our eyes is due only to 
the efforts that April has made to 
shake the violets from her dewy hair. 
Nothing is said as to the necessity of 
heaping up coals in the grate or in the 
furnace, and when it comes to the east 
wind by means of which April is sup- 
posed to have shaken the violets from 
her dewy hair, the singers are abso- 
lutely silent. The one real rhyme to 
the east wind is too true for poetry— 
its truth makes it inelegant and coarse. 
According to tradition, there was once 
a@ poet who was bold enough to cata- 
logue the east wind as the beast wind, 
but his writings have been placed 
under lock and key. 

Fer if the fact must be insisted on, 
it is well to state in advance that only 
in those favored climes where tpe 
weather is sold to sad-eyed tourists at 
so much a week, does April justify the 
eiHogies of the poet. In the Piedmont 
region, where all other conditions are 
so favorable and so impressive, April 
is one of the most trying months of 
the year, for, owing to the poets, we 
are led every year to give entertain- 
ment to the liveliest hopes, which are 
Shattered the moment that April 
throws off her disguise. She comes, 
just as the poets say, in flowing robes 
of green, and with the premise of all 
the beauties of spring, but her Hand 
and feet are cold, her ears are red from 
frostbites, and she has a serious case 
of the sniffies. Moreover, she is known 
to be desperately in love with the 
dealers in fuel, and her appearance is 
the signal for them to fill their wagons 
with anything that will burn and 
await the orders that are sure to pour 
in over the telephone. 

But we have referred only to the 
grosser manifestations of April's pres- 
ence. There are a thousand and one 
smaller ills trooping in her train, little 
inconveniences that make themselves 
felt by their number, rather than by 
their importance. The birds fly about 
with a subdued air, or sit disconso- 
lately in the trees, with ruffled feath- 
ers, as though they were eagerly 
awaiting a glimpse of the sun. Only 
the blue jay, that handsome martyr 
to the coarse epithets of northern 
ornithologists, appears to keep up his 
spirits; ‘but he must get warmth 
somewhere, and he devotes himself for 
a lively hour to stirring up the other 
birds in a friendly and neighborly 
way. A premature swallow marks a 
quivering: outline against the lowering 
clouds, and the hungry adventurer is 
welcome to any insect that has the 
hardikhoed to come forth from its egg 
or its soft and warm cocoon. 

Yet the birds are fortunate compared 
with the home-loving human being, for 
what is spring but the time chosen by 
restless and ambitious housekeepers 
for ripping up the surface of things 
and tearing out, as you may say, the 
very goozle and gizzard of home, sweet 
home, and exposing in the back- yard 
the family skeletons of ragged carpets, 
shackly bedsteads and crippled chairs. 
Rain or shine, this volcanic eruption 
must take place, and what is worse, all 
the neighbors must have a hand in it. 
Cooks, butlers, washerwomen, house- 
maids, carriage drivers, gardeners, all 
go to swell the noble army of spring 
cleaners, and the havoc they make, and

Tore are brought triumphantly to light, 
closets are stormed and taken, and 


family portraits that are supposed to ) 


‘be cherished, are earried out or scat-

\so that they may gaze helplessly on 


the demon of chaos of which they are 
the innocent victims. Sentimental as- 
sociations have neither weight nor au- 
thority when housekeepers surrender 
themselves to the spring madness that 
impels them to air the plunder of a 
lifetime. 

Pedestrians on the street are com- 
pelled by the sounds they hear to 
pause and glance cautiously around. 
They can neither separate nor identify 
the noises they hear. There is a muf- 
fled roar behind the dwellings that 
brings to mind the bombardment of 
Port Arthur which they have read 
about intermingled with the shrieks 
and screams of the wounded. They 
wonder what it all means, but presently 
they see a perspiring negro man with 
a bucket and a mop, whereupon they 
smile leniently and pass on, to be suc- 
ceeded by other mystified persons in 
their turn. 

The consolation of the quiet, home- 
loving person lies in the fact that if 
house-cleaning is a burden to the soul, 
it is also full of information to those 
who make it a business to study hu- 
man nature. You have met some of 
your fair neighbors at church sociables 
and festivals, or at profane parties 
and receptions, or you have caught 
them in the act of shopping, and you 
have wondered at their beauty and 
freshness. Their charms have ap- 
pealed to you to such an extent that 
you have felt impelled in your secret 
thoughts to refer to them as living 
poems. But when spring brings on 
house-cleaniug, and you see these fiv- 
ing poems with towels around their 
heads, you are convinced that vanity 
lives * everything and flourishes 
everywhere. 

Nevertheless, while there is life there 
is hope, and it is well to look forward 
to the happy days when spring, and 
all the signs thereof shall be over and 
done with. June has its promises, but 
July can be trusted, for overhead 
Sirius will burn and glitter along with 
the sun, and those who are now suf- 
fering from the various ills of spring 
will be able to enjoy life out of doors 
with the creatures of the air and the 
inhabitants of the fields. 

Mr. Phillips on Cotton Economy. 

The interesting discussion as to the 
desirability of growing 12,000,000 
bales of cotton in the south this sea- 
son, raised by The Constitution’s ad- 
vice to southern farmers to plant for 
that large a production, is continued 
in this issue of The Constitution by 
Professor Ulrich B. Phillips, instruc- 
tor in the history of the south in the 
University of Wisconsin, who hereto- 
fore has taken issue with us in these 
columns in some respects, although it 
would seem to have developed that 
we are not so far apart on the general 
proposition, which amounts to plant- 
ing to the limit of the cotton growers’ 
capacity to properly “tend” and har- 
vest his cotton acreage while at the 
same time adhering to the safe rule 
of diversification. 

Mr. Phillips’ present article was in- 
spired by a letter from Mr. Hugh T. 
Inman, of Atlanta, published by us a 
short time ago, and which will be 
found reproduced today along with 
the reply. 

Mr. Inman advised the Georgia far- 
mer to plant cotton to his limit, on 
the hypothesis that Texas is the real 
bear of the American cotton market 
and that Texas can no longer depress 
the price of the fleecy staple by over- 
production because of the increasing 
ravages of the boll weevil in that 
state. Mr. Phillips evidently does not 
Share Mr. Inman’s views as to the 
wisdom of planting a full acreage in 
Georgia on the presupposition that 
Texas will have only a normal or a 
short crop this year, nor does he agree 
with him that if “12,000,000 bales are 
produced the price will rule well up 
to 10 or 12 cents.” From the ingen- 
ious diagram used by Mr. Phillips to 
illustrate his contentions, it is evi- 
dent that he thinks 12,000,000 bales 
means about 7-cent cotton. 

If we were able to judge the future 
of cotton production by its past his- 
tory, the economic theories of Mr. 
Phillips could not well be disputed, but 
history cannot repeat itself in cotton 
production so long as the consumptive 
demand is continually growing in ex- 
cess of production, and in excess of 
the capacity of production. This is 
the economic innovation to be reckon- 
ed with in all our calculations now, 
and certainly this changed condition is 
accentuated as regards this year’s crop 
by the deficiency in last season’s cot- 
ton supply. For the latter reason, if 
no other, it would seem reasonable to 
figure on Mr. Inman’s 10 or 12-cent 
basis for this year. True, not so many 
years ago an 11,000,000 bale cotton 
crop meant 7 cents or less, but what 
was the condition of cotton textile in- 
dustrialism at that time with reference 
to supply and demand for the manu- 
factured product? 

The Constitution has shown, by gov- 
ernment pamphlets, statistics and 
otherwise, that the consumptive de- 
mand for cotton has increased out of 
all proportion to the productive ca- 
pacity of the seuth under existing la- 
bor conditiens, and we have shown 
the specific nature and extent of the 
increasing demand. There is every 
reason to believe that this condition, 
s0 favorable to the grower of cotton, 
will continue to such an extent that 
cotton overproduction in the south 
will be impossible, and that, hence- 
forth, the resources of our planters 
will be taxed to furnish the south’s 
full quota of cotten. We hold that this 
full quota should approximate the 
world’s commercial demand, never ex- 


geding it and little under it, for the 


reason that the south’s “monopoly” of 
commercial cotton can thus be best 
maintained. 

The Constitution, like Mr. Phillips, 
is losing no sleep over the bugaboo of 
foreign competition, but the reason we 
are losing nosleep over it is in large 
degree based on our faith in the south’s 
ability to discourage foreign competi- 
tion by approximating the commercial 
demand of the world. True, we have 
vast climatic and other advantages for 
cotton culture, but let the south’s sup- 
ply fall as far short of the world’s de- 
mand as was the case last season and 
you will see the foreign cotton fields 
increase their export supply. That this 
can be done is true of the cotton his- 
tory of India, and of that of Brazil, 
which Mr. Phillips cites. That India 
can increase her commercial cotton 
crop very largely is proved by the 
years in which she has done so, and 
that she can probably do so is alto- 
gether a matter of American competi- 
tion. High-priced cotton as a result 
of a short crop in the southern states 
means more export cotton in India, as 
the coming season will very likely 
demonstrate. And what is true of In- 
dia is true of other foreign cotton 
growing regions. There is also, from 
the same cause, as we have heretofore 
shown, a growing incentive to dis- 
cover and exploit new foreign cotton 
fields, as is now being done in the Sour 
dan, Australia and German Africa. 

The article of Mr. Phillips in con- 
junction with Mr. Inman’s letter, 
makes interesting reading for the stu- 
dent of cotton conditions, whether the 
reader agree or differ with his hypothe- 
sis. -His historical allusions are al- 
ways trustworthy, and his theories, 
based on history, are entirely logical 
The only element of doubt in his posi- 


tion is the extent to which an increas-_ 


ing consumptive demand is influencing 
the bulling of the cotton market, and 
whether that demand is in danger of 
being over-supplied by the cotton-wild 
southerh farmer. The Constitution 
does not believe it can be over-sup- 
plied,

GROWTH OF COTTON

be called the cotton district of Mexico 
extends from a line about 60 miles north 
of Terreon to a line 100 miles south of 
‘Torreon, known in Mexico as the Laguna 
district. Some cotton is raised on the 
eastern elope of Mexico’s mountain back- 
yne in the state of Tamaulipas in the 
inity of Victoria; also in the district 
known as Hiasteca Potosini, and to a 
limite extent in the vicinity of Pledras 
Negras, state of Coahuila. It has been 
claimed that a good cotton belt exists in 
the Pacific c@ast regions of Mexico, but 
adaptibility ef .soil and climatic condil- 
tions, particularly rainfall, make this 
claim rather doubft¢ul. It has also been 
Claimed that cotton :can be successfully 
grown in some of the seuthern districts of 
the republic, particularly in the state of 
Oaxaca, but this is alsp an unproved

Consumption of Mexican Mills. 

“The actual consumption of ¥cotton by 
the mills in the republic is greqter than 
the actua] and apparently greafer than 
the potential, production of cotton En the 
republic, and the potential vonsu on 
of the mills is greater than (he actly 
consuinption. The manufacturing indus- 
try in Mexico is in its infancy, com- 
paratively speaking, and in the beginning 
it has run to cotton mills. The reason for 
the construction of so many cotton milis 
in this republic is not very apparent to 
a disinterested onlooker. But they are 
here, and since the condition exists the 
Mexican government is showing a dispo- 
sition to aid them in every way pos- 
sible. Last year the Mexican government 
appointed a commission that visited all 
of the South American countries with a 
view to creating a foreign market for 
Mexican manufactured cotton goods, A 
bill was passed by the Mexican congress 
providing for the return to the manufao- 
turers of all special interior taxes upon 
cotton goods, manufactured for export, 
and in addition a payment to them not 
exceeding 8 cents Mexican (about 4.3 
cents Unked States) per kilogram (2.2040 
pounds) to compensate from the tmport 
duties, port charges and taxes collected on 
the raw materia] imported for use in 
the manufacture of such goods. This 
move does not threaten the United States 
trade in this line, since the exports of 
cotton goods te Central and South Amer- 
ica are very limited. 

“It may, however, affect the English 
cotton goods trade with Latin America, 
which was ang still is a very large one, 
and which once was very extensive with 
Mexico, although decreasing during the 
past three years. The action of the Mex- 
ican government tn sending the special 
commission to Central and South Amer!- 
ca contains a suggestion for the United 
States cotton goods manufacturers. If 
Mexico expects to find a market for her 
cotton goods in South America why 
should not the United States make a 
bid for the same market?” 

In hfs report, Mr. Barlow estimates 
that the average production of cotton in 
the Mexican republic since 1898 has been 
about 22,000 kilograms, or about 48.50!.- 
200 pounds annually. He eays that if the 
boll weevil can be overcome, and esuff- 
client water can be found tn districts 
otherwise sulted to the production of cot- 
ton, the annual yleld might be tncreased 
to the estimate of local cotton growers— 
228.000.0900 pounds of fair cotton and 22.- 
000,000 of Infertor cotton. 

Germany and Cotton. 

Another Interesting report on eotton 
rrowitne abroad recently received hy the 
department of commerce and labor f« 
that from Mr. Monaghan, the Amertean 
consi? at Chemnitz. Germanv. He ealle 
attention to the action of the German 
colonial office in ordering an Inenpectton of 
the cotton output of German Fast Africa. 
Experts were sent out to examine the con- 
dition of the soil and the general make 
up of the surface. The results of their 
Investiertions show that cotton, some- 
what inferior to the hest Fevntian, i« 
crown in certain districts, and that the 
erons of private persons have heen very 
rood desnite the fact that the growers 
had no knowledee of tts actentifie ent- 
ture. A committee. he says, has heen 
anpointed for the next season to super- 
vise the nlanting of five times as much 
cotton as last vear; this will he done ae- 
cording to the laws of cultivating cotton. 
The committee has heen empowered to ret 
up steam gins and bale presses in a num- 
ber of plaees, and In less profitable sec- 
tions the gins wil! be run by hand power. 
It is hoped that the output of cotton will 
increase with gigantic strides when the 
railways which connect these districts 
are completed. “Every possible effort,” 
the consul adds. “fs belng éxerted In 
this country to get away as far as pos- 
sible from the cotton market of the 
United States. The Saxon spinners were 
very much dissatisfied with the cond{tions 
that existed in the American cotton mar- 
ket last year, and at the beginning of 
1904. Thev will leave no stone unturned 
to liberate themselves from the American 
market.”’ 


EXPLOSION KILLS FIREMEN. 


Three Dead and Fifteen Injured at 
Newark, N. J. 

Newark, N. J., April 23.—Three fire- 
men were killed and fifteen others in- 
jured today in a fire in a six-story brick 
building in Mechanic street, oecupied by 
Wiener & Co., saddlery hardware man- 
ufacturers. 

While the fire was at its height, @ 
score of firemen were on the roof of 
the building of the Empire Gear and 
Top Company, a one-story brick struc- 
ture, adjoining the Wiener building. An 
explosion,occurred In the Wiéner build- 
ing, which blew out the wall of that 
building and three stories of the side 
wall of the Wiener structure crashed 
down on the firemen. 

The building on the roof of which they 
were standing was smashed like an ecg 
shell, and the men were buried under 
a huge mass Of brick and timber. 
Three of the firemen were in a dying 
condition when taken out. Two died 
on ®1e way to the’ hospital, and tie 
third just after reaching there,

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ASK REDUCTION 
I FREGAT RATE 


Important Question Taken Up 
by Railroad Commission. 


Several Atlanta Manufacturers Give 
Their Testimony—Large Num- 
ber of Railroad Men Pres- 
ent—Hearing Comes Up 
May 2, 3 and 4 


The railroag commission began yester- 
day one of the most important hearings 
it has had before it since the Atlanta 
depot question was agitated. This, how- 
ever, is a question that will affect the 
entire state, and the importance of it 
was attested by the large number of 
Tailroad men who attended the /ses 
sion. 

The matter came up as the result of 
@ complaint from the Atlanta freight 
bureau to the effect that Atlanta is dis- 
cTiminated against in the matter of 
freizht rates, both as to raw materials 
and as to finished products. It is claim- 
ed, for instance, that manufacturers in 
Chattanooga, Nashville, Rome and other 
points have a great advantage in rates 
on raw material, while Richmond and 
other Virginia cities have the advantage 
of Atlanta in the matter of rates on the 
finished products. 

To remedy this situation it has been 
proposed that the railroad cOmmission re- 
duce its freight tariffs all ever Georgia 
to a point where Atlanta manuacturers 
and manufacturers at other pofxts in 
the state will be able to compete against 
the lower rates on raw materials given 
to ether points and against the advanta- 
geous interstate rates which enable dis- 
tant points to successully cOmpete with 
Atlanta made products in Atlanta's ter- 
ritory. 

Several Witnesses Examined. 

At the meeting yesterday several wit- 
negses were examined to substantiate 
the claim that great discrimination in 
rates are made against Atlanta. The ex- 
amination was oonducted by W. A, 
Wimbish, attorney for the Atlanta 
freight bureau, aesisted by H. T. Moore, 
euperintendent of the bureau. On the 
part of the railroads, questions were ask- 
ed by several of the traffic men pres- 
ent. 

The witnesses heard were 8am D. 
Jones, president of the Atlanta steve 
works; R. 8. Wessels, manager for the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass Oompany, and 
Clyde L. King, president of the Atlanta 
agricultural works. It was shown by 
these witnesses that such points as Rome, 
Chattaneoga, Nashville and other points 
have a great advantage over Atlanta in 
the matter of rates on materials such 
es coal and iron. Fer instance, in the 
matter of coal, the rate from Birming- 


-Jvham is $1.30 per ton, while Chattanoga 


hae @ rate of 75 cents, a discrimina- 
tion of 85 cents against Atlanta, though 
the distance to Chattaneega is only !7 
miles more than to Atlanta. It was 
shown, also, for example, that the rate 
on steél to Richmond, Va, from Pitts- 
burg is 16 cents, ang frem Richmond to 
@avanhnah it ie 32 cents, making the total 
48 cents, while the rate frem Pittsburg 
to Atlanta direct fs 53 cents. This 
makes it impossible for Atlanta to com- 
pete on steel products in the coast cities 
with Richmend and other Virginia cities. 
Many simlar points were brought out, 
and it was made apparent that the ex- 


‘amination was going to take a wide 


range. This being the case, the com- 
mission decided te set apart three days 
for the hearing, and it was adjourned 
until May 2. when Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday will be given up to it. 

In the event the railroad commission 
can mot accomplish the object aimed at 
by a reduction of Georgia rates, should 
it appear that this step might be the 
remedy, it 4s probable that the Atlanta 
freight bureau will ask the commission 
to present the matter to the interstate 
commerce commission.

I am in receipt of your letter, and in 
reference to the interview published with 
me in yesterday’s Journal] I beg to say 
that if anything published in that inter- 
view reflected in any way whatsoever 
upon you, I deeply regret it, and nothing 
wag further from my intention. I am 
certainly not responsible for the head- 
lines and the introduction to that inter- 
view, and if anything I said was mis- 
construed, I regret it. 

“The statement that ‘the majority fao- 
tion had had so many unsatisfactory 
dealings with the minority that I insisted 
on having the agreement put in writing 
and signed,’ it affords me pleasure to 
withdraw, as it may be construed as a 
reflection where such was not intended. 

I have read your interview in the 
morning paper, and I desire to state 

t the same is substantially correct. 


“I decline to be placed in the attitude 
of refiecting upon either you or Albert, 
as you both are my personal and politi- 
cal friends. I did state to you that it 
wag impossible for Albert and me to 
agree as to the delegation because we 
had both made strong factiona} allign- 
ments, and we had been negotiating for 
some time, 

“I reposed in you every confidence and 
believed as I believe now that you weré 
entirely impartial, and had taken no 
part in the factional differences existing 
among the members of the executive 
committee and your efforts in harmonitz- 
ing the situation, and thus averting a bit- 
ter and an unnecessary contest was a 
public service for which you deserve the 
greatest credit.

Dr.-George Brown Discusses 
the Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis, 


One of the features of the recent con- 
vention of physicians at Macon, Ga., was 


the address of Dr. George Brown, of 2 
lanta, who is secretary of the Ameris 
Anti-Tuberculosis League. The su® 
of Dr. Brown's address was “The ! 

vention of Tuberculosis,’’ 


that will doubtless be taken up 
early date. 

Of especial interest was the adv 
by Dr. Brown of a Plan where} 
state or municipality will care f 
cular patients who are unable 
and support themselves and 
no méans. He declared tha 
laws applying to smallpo 


tubercular patients. I ote 


As in the case of other conkaliof-oia in 
eases the plan urged by Dr. B® 
one which involves the use ef 
tive methods. It is a step which 
lieves ig absolutely necessary in order te 
prevent the spread of tuberculosis. As the 
matter stands tubercular patients are 
permitted to go from place to place and 
thelr presence naturally endangers their 
associates to a greater or less extent. 

Dr. Brown has given tuberculosis and 


the prevention of the disease a great 


amount of study and has won renown 
in this country and in Purope through 
the advanced ideas on the subject which 
he has presented from time to time. The 
plan he presented at Macon involves the 
interest of the lawmakers and will make 
necessary the enactment of proper laws 
by the state legislature. 


Dr. Brown’s Address. 

Following is an extract from Dr. 
Brown’s address at Macon which gives 
a clear idea of the plan he proposes by 
which the spread of tuberculosis will be 
prevented: 

“I wish to go on record here in de- 
manding that tubercular patients, who 
are unable to work and support them- 
selves, and who have no means, be made 
the wards of the state, and be given at 
the expense of the state the proper care 
and aitention. 

“I want to go on record in demanding 
also that the same laws that apply to 
smallpox and other contagious diseases, 
be applied to tubercular patients, 

“At the first glance the two propost- 
tions may seem visionary, but time and 
years will prove that both of these de- 
mands will and shall be met. 

“As to the first demand: Common hu- 
manity will in time care for all those, 
who cannot care for them- 
selves. Tt is an unwritten law 
in the minds and hearts of good 
men that the strong should care for the 
weak and helpless of our land. Hence the 
sanitariums for the f!nsane, the hospitals 
for the sick,’ supported by state and 
municipality. 

“But to do this, to make these people 
wards of the state, needs the assistance 
of the lawmakers of the state, forced by 
a sentiment from the masses of the peo- 
ple. To educate the people to what !s 
necessary to be done should be the aim 
of every physician in this country. 

“The American Anti-Tuberculosis 
League, of which I have the honor to be 
secretary, is being organized on this plan. 
It is only a question of time unt!l we 
have leagues in every state and municl- 
pality, which will disseminate these prin- 
ciples from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
I have enrolled over 1,000 of the most 
representative physicians of the United 
States and Canada since August, 1903, 
and consider the work only in an embry- 
onic stage. 

An Educational Evolution. 

“In demanding the enactment of laws, 
isolating consumptives, or placing them 
under more strict surveillance, we wish 
for a means only to force action on the 
former proposition. Any and al] agita- 
tion along this line tends to help in this 
stage of educational evolution through 
which we are passing. 

“The refusal of first-class hotels to 
furnish accommodations to tubercular 
patients will be followed by those of oth- 
er grades until finally these people will 
be debarred from places of public ac- 
commodation. This will of course be a 
hardship on many, but will result in 
great good to a great many more in 
forcing some one to take care of these 
people. We will then have sanitariums 
and open air camps, etc., as are being es- 
tablished in many parts of the country. 

“Radical changes in the habits and 
customs of a nation must come slowly. 
Great masses are unwieldly, and require 
great work to move them, But as water 
dripping daily wears away the largest 
stone, so in time will the work of en- 
lightening this great country proceed un- 
til we stund, as we ard bound to do, as 
not only the greatest of all nations of 
this earth, but as the kindest and as the 
most humane.’”’

Visit 


Educational Philanthropists 
Washington’s School. 
Tuskegee, Ala., April 23.—A party of 
educators, philanthropists and publicists 
from the north reached the Tuskegee in- 
stitute today as guests Of Robert C. Og- 
den, a member of the Tuskegee institute 
board of trustees. The party spent five 
hours inspecting the various departments 
of the institution and in driving over its 
extensive farms. The annual exercises of 
the agricultural and industrial depart- 
ments were held in the chapel following 
the visit to the farms and industrial de- 
partments of the school.

» New York, April 23.—The statements 
made in this paper a week ago about the

The 
worst feature, perhaps, has been the con- 
tinued backward condition of the winter 
wheat crop and unseasonable cold weather, 
General business conditions are slightly 
changed and expazsion is going on in va- 
rious lines. 
Hill and Harriman. 

The controversy between the Harriman 
and Hill interests over Northern Securi- 
ties assets is nearer an end and in this 
respect the outlook may be described as 
improved, although Wall street dislikes 
delay in courts and sometimes largely 
suspends operations until the result is 
definitely known. It 4s pretty well under- 
Btood that there ts no very bad feeling 
between the two contending interests, 
but that they beth want technicalities 
cleared up. Hence this matter is largely 
discounted. It has not been much of a 
factor during the present week in the 
stock market. Careful consideration of al] 
of the elements in the situation convinces 
the best authorities that the real ele- 
ments of weakness in the financla)] world 
is the so-called ‘“‘temporary notes”"—which 
in everyday language means floating 
debts. 

The correspoondence of loca] bankers 
with various parts of the country indi- 
cates that there is a widespread appre- 
hension that these floating debts will 
sooner or later make trouble. It is use- 
less, they write, to tell‘ people that busi- 
ness is prosperous. The reply ts that 
these debts are lieng placed ahead of the 
stock end if anything unexpected of an 
unfavorable character should occur, such 
4s @ partial crop failure, or various oth- 
er events, such as cannot be anticipated, 
(the result cannot be foretold. Stripped of 
all verbiage, many corporations have 
plunged into debt, when they were unable 
te sel] bonds to. advantage and investors 
think the chances taken by some of them 
are too great. They are expressing their 

_ disapproval by keeping out of the mar- 
ket. They will not even buy good bonds 
in any large quantity. Thus the corpora- 
tions, it {s asserted, have defeated their 
own ends, and it is doubgful when they 
will be able to take up their floating debts 
to advantage with new bonda If they 
cannot sell bonds they will have to con- 
tinme these loans or flou’ stocks, New 
stock issues are no longer bull points, but 
may prove a millstone to drag down the 
market price of outstanding shares. Such 
are some of the arguments used by the 
correspondents of the local bankers in 
the interior. The latter are compelled to 
admit that the position is well taken. 


Temporary Notes. 

The temporary netes put out by cor- 
porations, mostly railroads, since the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year aggregate 
about $150,000,000, the largest amounts 
being $50,000,000 by the. Pennsylvania 
railroad and $20,000,000 by the Ameri- 
can,.Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
The average rate of interest paid on all 
these issues, which mature in from one 
to four years, is 5 per cent or more. 
Notwithstanding this fact many time 
loans have been made on commercial 
paper this week extending over January 
i next as 3 3-4 to 4 per cent. The dis- 
parity in rates in favor of business men 
means confidence on the part of the bank- 
ers that general trade is healthy and 
will keep up—that nothing I!s to be feared 
on this score. Note another difference. 
The collateral usually demanded on these 
@illroad notes ranges from !-4 to 1-2 
above the amount of the loan, which 
means that the lenders intend to be 
doubly secured. They could sell out the 
collateral and probably get their money 
back, but they have the additional se- 
curity that these notes are an obligation 
of the companies coming ahead of the 
stock—being virtually mortgage liens. 

These notes are therefore prime invest- 
ments because of the high rate of inter- 
est they yield and it is little wonder that 
many of them have been distributed !n 
Europe, where 5&5 per. cent investments 
are unusual. It is natural that the public 
should hesitate to do much in stocks 
with these millstones suspended above 
‘them, until {t is certain what the outcome 
will be. One authority pointed out this 
week that the nast has generally shown 
that floating debts of corporations were 
largest in years of panic or adversity, but 
the present is an exception to the rule. 
Though there has been some setback in 
business conditions are generally pros- 
perous. ‘The mistake which corporations 
are charged with making is in being 
over sanguine in regard to future ex- 
panston of;trade, and assuming that they 
will meed all of the improvements for 
which they are now going {nto debt. In, 
other words, they have mortgaged the 
future without knowing whether they 
will be able to pay back. Investors may 
take a more hopeful view of the stock 
market when they see how the crops are 
going to pan out, but meanwhile, ft looks 
like a narrow and professional market 
unt!l some strong influencing factor ap- 
pears. 

There is again serious talk about the 
possibility of American stocks being Ifst- 
ed on the Paris bourse. This would be 
a great boon to our corporations, if ft 
were possible, since the French people 
are among the most speculative people In 
the world, to say nothing about their 
investment purchases. Tha South Afrt- 
can mine owners depended largely or 
Frenchmen to buy their shares. It {fs 
well known how enormous an amount 
of Russian issues are owned in France. 
It is probable that the losses of the 
French people in “Russians” has done 
much to convert them to the wisdom of 
finding a more profitable field than Rus- 
sia, for in the latter they stand to take 
an enormous loss. The shrinkage in 
values of Russian bonds has already 
been very great, but nobody knows what 
it will be before the war with Japan 1s 
over. Frenchmen could easily lose $500,- 


ing that they hold $1,500,000,000 of iIn- 
vestments floated by Russians. It Is a 
mystery hefe as to how so many Rus- 
sian issties were listed in Paris, in view 
of the strictness of the bourse author- 
ities and the large initiation tax and 
Suarantees required. Local] bankers do 
not believe that many, if any, iAme*tcan 
securities will be placed on the Paris 
bourse because of the heavy tax. Mr. 
Morgan desired to have United States 
Steel securities traded in Paris, but in 
view of the great shrinkage in values 
and passing of the dividend on the com- 
mon stock, it is doubtful that French- 
men will ever have this privilege. 

The great sale of $37,000,000 of New 
York city 3% per cent bonds, the largest 
in the city’s history, which is set for 
May 3, is not expected to bring a much 
higher rice than the last one—which was 
100. 10—notwithstanding the governor has 
signed the bill permitting of the accept- 
ance of “all or none’’ bids by the comp- 
troller. Heretofore that official has had 
to allot small amounts to those bidding 
the highest prices. Thus it was impossi- 
ble for a bankers’ clique to control the 
entire issue. Under the new rule he may 
accept the best bid for “all or none.”’ If 
a clique can secure the entire bDiock, it 
can afferd to pay More for them, since 
it can to some extent command a better 
market. The common belief is that this 
change will not make a difference of 
more than % per cent at the outside; 
while the large amount of the issue may 
tend to defeat the intention of the new 
Tule. Some think they will not bring 
more than par. The highest price that 
New York city 3% oper cent bonds 
brought in\yrectnt years was 110.5! on 
‘March 25, 01, in the height of the 
boom, On May 14 following, after the 
Northern Pacific panic, the price tumbled 
to 104.277, there being no intervening 
sale between these two offerings. They 
recovered to 106.162 on November /2, 
1902, then gradually eased off in sym- 
pathy. With other security values. A 
representative of a leading Dond house 
eaid that he had no doubt about all 
of the new issue being taken, adding 
that investors who think they see ahead 
an extended period of dullness in securi- 
.ties, will take tax éxempt bonds bearing 
3% per cent because of the practical 
security againgt serious decline. Yet he 
said it militates against the general 
bond market to have Such heavy oOffer- 
ings of New York city bonds. 

Southern Iron Interests. 

It is belleved here that the consoli- 
dation of the southern iron interests in 
some form or other ig a certainty, but 
that it will require time to work it out, 
because of the difficulty of agreeing upon 
a basis of valuation of the ore proper- 
ties. Close observers of the steel trade 
gay that the tendency is gradually Dut 
surely toward a union of all of the profit- 
able steel concerns in the cOuntry under 
the roof of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, which will be controlled by the 
Standard Oil coterie. They are in no 
hurry, but will take their time, in order 
to get the independent plants as cheaply 
as possible. When thei great. scheme 
is worked out, it will De found that 
they have a mighty lever, which may be 
applied with telling effect in Various 
ways. For one thing, consider the power 
they could wield in the railroad world by 
discrimination in routes of transporta- 
ti0n. 

Slowly but surely the paying ore de- 
posits are being corralled and when they 
are all brought together it will be im- 
possible for independent stee] manufac- 
turing companies to make any headway 
against the great trust—such is the be- 
lief of those who are watching the move- 
mentg of these commercial giants. An- 
Other significant development is the ten- 
dency of the world’s steel] interests to 
come to a better understanding. A uni- 
versal agreement to regulate prices and 
eutput, each of the leading countries be- 
ing protected in its home markets, is 
thought to be the ultimate end. This sav- 
ors of the agreement which existed for a 
time between the Standard Oil and Rus- 
sian oil interests for the division of the 
world’s oi] trade. 

Stocks exhibited a rallying tendency 
late in the week, but most of the buy- 
ing came from tbe professionals, who 
had exhausted their resources in depress- 
ing values and who concluded to cover 
their contracts, It is probable that the 
bankers, by running up such issues as 
Union Pacific ana United wr.ates steci, 
intended this as a warning that the pen- 
dulum should swing the other way for a 
spell. dUndications point to a narrow 
stock market without much feature un- 
til more is known about the winter wheat 
crop as above suggésted. There seems to 
be no likelihood that. the money market 
will be disturbed at all by the coming 
large payment for the Panama canal. The 
iocal banks continue to increase. their 
large cash reserves and they oan well 
spare $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 to Paris 
for the purpose mentioned. The reduction 
in the Bank of England discount rate to 
3 per cent is regarded as a favorable au- 

ry, meaning probably that there is no 
anger of Buropean complications over 
the Russo-Japanese war.

Mew York, April 23.—Today'’s stock 
market was colorless and inclusive. The 
small dealings were transacted at little 
aviation in prices and new developments 
were ignored, and were without power 
to hove the market. The engagement of 
$4,600,000 in gold for shpment to Paris 
Tuesday was announced, and probable 
further shipments on that date were de- 
clined. The signatures of the contract 
of sale of the Panama canal brings the 
arrangement of the pyments into imme- 
diate field of the exchange market. It 3s 
believed that any accumulation of ex- 
change bills with the demand for the 
pagaetnt dn view. ms been absorbed 
again, OWing to the high price at which 
exchange has ruled since the various 
postponements of the payment were 
made, Offering a profit t those who had 
accumulated the bills. It is evident that 
in the present conditions of the exchange 
market gold is the cheapest form of re- 
mittance, and it coul dnot cause sur- 
prise if the total $40,000,000 to be paid 
to the French stockholders should go@ut 
in gold. The bank statement shows how 
mbney continues to accumulate here, nd 
explains the easy outward movement of 
gold. The plethoric inflow of money does 
not carry an index of wholesale business 
activity, and is not a favorable influence 
on the stock market. The moderate loun 
expansion shows that corporation note 
issues have not been made on a large 
scale this week. Wall street expects 
more of these issues, however, and ru- 
mor today was busy with two of the 
larger corporations, one east and one 
wset, which are expected to be next in 
the field with large temporary loans.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, April 23.—-The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“The striking features of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week were more or less 
‘important gains in every item, making 
new high records... The surplus reserve 
was the highest of the year, which fact 
ls important because of the probability 
that the payment of the Panama canal 
money will show that the United States 
has secured a clear title to the prop- 
erty, most likely soon to be made. 
Loans were expanded $3,136,200, which 
amount was smaller than was expected. 
The expansion probably reflects part 
of the corp°ration loans which were ef- 
fected in the previous week, and also 
some borrowing upon sixty-day sterling 
collateral, which has been bought for 
investment preparatory to its employr 
ment as a medium for the transfer 
abroad of part of the Panama canal 
money. Specie increase $7,411,500 and 
legal tenders $2,551,600 making a total 
gain of $9,963,100 cash, or $2,823,200 less 
than that which was estimated from the 
traceable movement of money during the 
year. The ogee between the of- 
ficial and the estimated gain may be 
accounted for by the hbamk average 
system. Deposits increased $12,256,000, 
which amount was $843,300 less than the 
sum of the gain in loans and in cash. 
Therefore, the statement does not as 
closely balance as has been tha case in 
previous weeks. This, however, may be 
due to the bank merger which became 
effective on Monday. The required re- 
serve was augmented $3,064,000 through 
the increase in deposits, deducting which 
sum from the gain in cash, left $6,899,- 
100 as the increase in surplus reserve 
to $34,203,700, the highest of the year. 
Computed upon the basis of deposits less 
those Of $56,205,500 public mOmey, the 
surplus is $48,255,075. Public deposits 
showed a gain of $13,800 and circulation 
increased $410,800. The daily average 
of bank clearings for the week was $184.,- 
000,000, or $6,000,000 less than in the 
previous week. The clearings on Sat- 
urday, reflecting Friday’s business, were 
$180,565,297, or below the average. 
Four banks show a net gain of $9,- 
400,000 in loans, and these banks indi- 
cate a net increase of $7,500,000 in 
cash.”’

THE WEEK IN WALL STREE 


New York, April 23.—The growing qull- 
ness of the operatins in stocks this 
week has not resulted in any loss of 
ground so far as prices are concerned. 
There were occasional recessions, which 
were made up as the sentiment of the 
traders varied from day to day, or as 
their operations on one side of the mar- 
ket, proving unsuccessful, were followed 
by the closing up of contracts. The 
neglect of the market is largely attribut- 
ed by the public Opinion in the street 
to the prospect of long drawn-out litiga- 
tion over the question of the Manner 
of the distribution of the assets of the 
Northern Securities Company. But it 
may be questioned whether other and 
deeper lying causes are not hehind the 
hesitation shown in the securities mar- 
kets, both here ang abroad. The condi- 
tion which is common to all of them 
is the plethoric condition which has de- 
veloped in the money markets, and the 
backwardness of capital about tdking 
fixed lodgment in investments. Money on 
calj and ordinary time loans are i: re- 
dundant supply, with very slack demand, 
while railroad and corporation notes 
running from one to three yeara com- 
mand a high rate of interest in our 
own market and capital issues in other 
form are withheld for lack of an ab- 
sOrptive demand. Government issues 
in London and Paris have: met with 
an improved reception within a week 
past, but the rate at which they have

The placing of these issues is 
accepted as a symptom, however, of a 
possible breaking of the deadlock. So 
is the offer of $37,000,000 of New York 
city bonds, which is more than twice as 
large as was ever (before offered at 
one time.

How far or how soon this may prove to 
influence the measure of value and the 
rate of interest is a problem that may 
enter into the hesitation in taking fixed 
form in periods now manifested by cap- 
ital in nearly all markets. Conditions 
of more immediate comsequence have 
added to the uncertainty in the mar- 
kets. The belated season and the win- 
try weather of the week have held back 
business and prevented an adequate out- 
line of its volume for the season. The 
possible effect on the crops has been an 
issue, and fears of crop damage have 
been felt without marked reflection in the 
grain markets, owing to speculative com- 
plications in these markets. Less confi- 
dence has been expressed in trade quar- 
ters in the iron and steel markets, not- 
withstanding an agreement among ore 
producers, heaviness of United States 
Stee] preferred having been an import- 
ant sympathetic fnfluence on the whole 
list of stocks. Railroad earnings have 
continued to run ovelow last year. The 
spring reduction in the anthracite price 
schedule has resulted in large demand 
for that product, and the coalers have 
been strong. The speculation in New 
York municipal stocks has had to do with 
legislative chances. The losses by the 
Toronto fire were not calculated to stim- 
ulate demand for securities. The Pana- 
ma canal payments are expected to be 
an early factor in the money and ex- 
change markets.

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NORTH ATLANTA CHURCH 
HAS EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY 


H® eighth anniversary of the or- 

ganization of the North Atlunta 

Baptist church, of which Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Bell is pastor, was celebrated 
this month, the church having been or- 
ganized April 12, 1896. 

Since its organization the church has 
been in a prosperous condition and has 
had a number of successful revival meet- 
ings, resulting in scores of additions to 
the membership.

He was ordained 
to the ministry on August 16, 1896, the

William R. Hearst, of New York, today 
filed with Attorney General Knox a com- 
alleging that a combination of 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
and the Central of New Jersey, under 
a common management, has stifled compe- 
tition and petitioning the department of 
justice to proceed against them under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

The complaint asks that the action 
be taken to restrain the Reading com- 
pany, while the owner of the stock of 
the Philadelphia and Reading company 
from holding or voting upon stock of the 


Tentral and decreeing that the stock be 
*eturned to its lawful owners and that 
alj the provisions of the anti-trust law 
be applied to the parties in these trans- 
actions when found upon investigation to 
be guilty of wilful violation and disre- 
gard of the law. 

The complaint alleges that in January, 

i907, to build up a monopoiy in the an- 
thracite coa} business by vesting con- 
trol of more than 60 per cent of all the 
available, unmined anthracite coal under 
one Management and to place competing 
roads under one control, there were trans- 
ferred to the Reading 145,000 shares of 
the total of 272,138 shares of capital 
stock of the Central.

Nothing Known at Wash- 
ington of Great Britain’s 
Intentions, 


Washington, April 23.—Officially noth- 
ing further is known here in regard to 
Mitea:agua 
beyond the fact of which Sir Mortimer 
Durand, the British ambassador, uas in- 
formed Secretary Hay that the British 
man of war Retribution has left Kings- 
ton for Bluefields to investigate the 
charges that the vessels of some Cayman 
turtle fishermen had been seized by the 
Nicaraguans and their crews’ cruelly 
treated. 

The report of the Retribution has not 
yet been received and it is impossible 
to say what course of action the Brit- 
ith government will feel called on to 
take. There is authority for the state- 
ment that Great Britain contemplateh at 
present neajther ae settlement of het 
general claims against Nicaragua 
nor of those against Santo Domin- 
go. In fact, the British claims against 
the latter republic are only those of 
bondholders and no measures for their 
immediate settlement haye been consid- 
ered at London.

Wasttneton. April 23.—When 
vestigation of the Smoot case 
today Judge W. O. Powers was 
called to the stand. He Tread a 
tition prepared by supporters of Moses 
Thatcher for senator addressed to the 
senate of the United States alleging that 
church influence had been used in the 
election and asking for an investiga- 
tion. 

Another instance of church 
ence had been shown, said he, in a may- 
oralty contest at Provo, when Reed 
Smoot favored the candidacy of George 
Sutherland. The witness said Smoot was 
held in disfavor at the church and 
charged with going to the liberal party. 

Senator Overman asked if women were 
elected to the legislature in Utah. The 
witness answered in the affirmative and 
said a woman was chairman of the judi- 
ciary committee of the house in the leg- 
islature which elected Mr. Smoot as sen- 
ator. 

“Did she vote for Smoot?” asked Sen- 
ator Overman. 

“T understand she did.”’ 

Senator Dubois: “Judge Powers. What 
do you regard the chief exhibition of 
church domination over political affairs 
that has come to your notice?’ 

“It occurred at the “April, 1896, confer- 
ence when the political rule, that is, the 
manifesto against Mormons entering pol- 
iticg without consent of church authori- 
ties, wag adopted. This rule was adopted 
without a dissenting vote and at the 
same conference Moses Thatcher's name 
was dropped from the rolls as an apos- 
tle and no explanation of any character 
Was made.”’ 

Senator McComas: “How do the young 
men in the Mormon church regard the 
practice of polygamy?’ 

Young Mormons Against Polygamy. 

“I think the young Mormon men and 
women, too, are opposed to the practice— 
strongly opposed, although I confess that 
I cannot understand the power the 
church is able to exert over them. I be- 
lieve, however, that if the church au- 
thorities should attmept.to reestablish 
polygamy—by revelation or oherwise— 
there would be trouble.’’ 

In regard to continuation of polyga- 
mous cohabitation, Judge Powers said 
that some look upon this condition with 
tolerance and others with open hostility. 

Several senators engaged in the discus- 
sion of the future of polygamy and Judge 
Powers said he believed the practice could 
not last 4n¥Y more than could slavery. 
Continuing, Tie said: j 

‘But I do not regard polygamy ag the 
worst feature of the Mormon religion. 
What I object to most is its un-Amerti- 
can domination by the hierarchy of the 
people of that belief. The belief in the 
right of the church authorities to pre- 
scribe rules, the belief that the head of 
the church is inspired and interference of 
the church in political and commercial 
affaire."’

‘Not as I make the statement here,”’ 
said Mr. Powers. “I do not know of 
any other church that conducts bath- 
ing beaches, street railways, electric 
light and power plants, banks, mines 
and mills and that attempts to control 
the local politics for the purpose of ob- 
taining conces@sions and franchises.”’

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ELBERT HUBBARD, AUTHOR. 
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JEAN DE RESZKE 
TO QUIT STAGE 


Famous Operatic Tenor Has 
Decided To Turn Pro- 
fessor. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, April 23.—The announcement 
that M. Jean de Reszke, the famous 
operatic tenor, had decided to turn pro- 
teach others the art which 
has brought him wealth and a world- 
wide reputation has had the oniy re- 
sult that could have been expected. 

Twenty-four hours after his intention 
Was made known in the Paris papers M. 
de Reszke had received applications from 
forty-two persons by letter, telephone or 
otherwise to be enrolled among his pu- 
pils. 

“[T cannot take them all,"" he said, 
with a despairing gesture, when I saw 
him. this evening in his handsome man- 
sion near the Are de Triomphe; ‘besides 
I knOw they cannot al] have voices, and 
I shall pitilessly discourage those who 
are laboring under a delusion and spend- 
ing money needlessly. 

“IT do not care to risk my reputation 
as a teacher on such unpromising stu- 
dents when there are plenty of good 
voices. 

“T intend to commence at the begin- 
ning with all my pupils, even with those 
who have made some progress in music. 
I shall begin by teaching them breath- 
ing, proceeding with the Placing of the 
voice and resonance, and only When 
they have worked hard at vocalisation 
will I teach them vocal declamation and 
articulation of the words, By so doing 
I hope to produce artists who wiil be 
able to make themselves understood—un- 
like half the siggers Who appecr in 
public at present.” 

“Will-you make a specialty of teaching 
for the stage?’ I asked. 

“Not necessarily, [ shal] teach my 
pupils all’ kinds of singing. Of course, 
if a student shows a special aptitude 
for the. stage when he has finished my 
course of lessons, I shall take him in 
hand and train him on the stage of 
the little theater which I have had 
erected in my house here.” 

“Why did you decide to become a pro- 
fessor of singing?’ 

“For several reasons. One is because 
all my friends, including Mme. Melba 
and other great artists, have told me for 
years I ought to do so. Besides, I have 
always been fond of teaching. In London, 
New York, and S8t. Petersburg, wherever 
I have been my stage comrades have al- 


fessor and 


ways come to me for counsel, and I 
have given them lessons. 

“Another reason is that I have sung 
as much as I want to. There are, no 
new operas, No new roles, I am tired of 
repeating the same parts year after year, 

“But I do not say that I have for- 
ever renounced the stage. If a new com- 
poser were to come forward :with a grand 
work in which there was a role which 
fascinated me, then—’’ 

When I hinted that any information 
M. de Reszke could give me as to the 
terms on which he might be willing to 
impart the secrets of his art would be 
interesting, he frankly told me that 
each case would be treated on its mer- 
jts. 

“There will be two scales in». my. 
school,’’ he said, ‘and as a general prin- 
ciple the rich will pay for the poor, If 
a poor student comes to me with a mag- 
nificent voice and talent, I shal) never 
refuse him, and with my experience I 
should soon know whether he wag worth 
teaching. 

“lL contemplate having examinations of 
my pupils every three or four months, 
and to these 1 shall invite the critics 
and theatrical managers of Paris, so 
that they may see what I am doing and 
criticise me, and,’’ added M. de Reszke, 
with a pleasant smile as I left him, “my 
friends the English will always be wel- 
cOme.,”’ 


GREELEY IN THE ROCKIES. 


The Way He Sobered Up a Boister- 
ous Hotel Crowd. 


In the ‘“‘Memoirs of Henry Villard” 
there is a chapter in which the author 
describes a meeting with Greeley in the 
Rockies. The ‘Tribune philosopher, ’ 
having met with an accident which crip- 
pled him for several weeks, was an un- 
willing guest at the Denver house, the 
only ‘hotel’ in the city, a rude ehack 
of a building, with canvas partitions, the 
greater part given up tv the bar and 
gaming tables, and therefore not a place 
conducive to the quiet and repose of 
invalids. Mr. Villard noticed a change 
gradually taking place in the usually 
benign features of the philosopher, his 
Christian virtues gradually losing control 
over him, until finally one day he lost 
his temper completely and swore at his 
disturbers “‘so violently that Y dared not 
believe my ears.’’ His wrath, however, 
did not culminate until the third night 
of his tortures. About 10 o’clock he 
got up and limped into the bar room, 
where he thus addressed the astonished 
tipplers: 

“Friends, I have been in pain and 
without sleep for almost a week, and 
1 am well nigh worn out. Now I am a 
guest at this hotel, I pay a high prica 
for my board and lodging and am en. 
titled to rest during the night. But how 
can I get it with all this noise going va 
in this place?’ 

“Then,’’ adds Mr. Villard, “‘he addressed 
one of the mgst pathetic appeals I ever 
heard to those around him to abandn 
their vicious ways and become sober and 
industrious. He spoke for nearly an 
hour and was listened to with rapt in- 
terest and the most perfect respect. He 
succeeded, too, in his object. The gam- 
bling stopped, and the bar was closed 
every night at I! o’clock as long as nhs 
remained.’’ 


$3 mance and odd fact in the begrimed 
chronicles of the early Americans: 
which delight in the grotesque contrasts 
in temperament and conduct of people 
of the same blood, and which find a pleas- 
ure in tracing that fine link uniting the 
flesh and blood actors of the present with 
their shadowy ancestors of the far past— 
will find abundant materia] for the indul- 
gence of this pleasant bent in the colonial 
history of the Telfairs, a name familiar to 
every studious southerner. Sprung of 
virile Scoteh parentage in the earHer half 
of the eighteenth century in the bright 
Ititle village of Kirkcudbright, the broth- 
erg and cousins Telfair, a healthy and 
numerous tribe, came to America to seek 
their fortunes in the new domains of 
King George. 

Two of this vigorous clan left a deep 
Impress on the history of the early south. 
Edward, as a zealous promoter of the 
revolution and later the second governor 
of Georgia; Alexander, his cousin, as a 
man finely skilled in the mercantile arts, 
With a knack for business organization 
which dotted the state of North Carolina 
with thriving stores in the charge of 
his brothers and under his own saga- 
clous general supervision. All the broth- 
ers and cousins were prolific, leaving 
large families which today figure con- 
spicuously in the activity of this section. 
In Atlanta there lives a great great 
granddaughter of Alexander, who might 
truly be tefmed the south’s first great 
“merchant prince.’’ 

She is Bessie Duke Small, the youngest 
daughter of Mr. EB. F. Small, of 166 
Jackson street. The young lady’s mother 
was Julia Telfair. She was a daughter 
vf Dr. Alexander Telfair, who was a 
grandson of the orfginal Alexander, the 
rugged Scotchman who displayed such pro- 
nounced commercial talents while Amer- 
ica was yet under the sovereignty of the 
British crown. In her well featured, in- 
teligent face may be traced the physi- 
cal {nheritance from that far-removed 
Telfair whose portrait is shown on this 
page. 

The Telfatrs wtre ever a thrifty brood 
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America with his brothers, John, David 
and Hugh, Alexander settled at Norfolk, 
fa., where he coftracted a business al- 
Hance with the British consul. Prosper- 
ing there, he determined to test his for- 
tunes In the then sparsely settled colony 
of North Carolina. He opened up a gen- 
eral merchandise business at Halifax, 
meeting With instant and gratifying suc- 
cess. Hig ideas being too large to be 
bound by a single small town, he opened 
StOres successively at Enfield and at 
Tarboro, with his brothers in charge at 
the different places. 

Alexander himself was a merchant of 
shrewd parts, far-seeing, good at a trade 
and gifted with the quality of imparting 
his energy to other people. His empo- 
riums, accurate predecessors of the mis- 
cellaneous little carry-all stores which 
are now a common feature of American 
rural pbusfhéss, enjoyed the custom of 
every class of settler. Alexander con- 
ducted his business with such wise en- 
terprise that hé began to amass a com- 
fortable fortune, and looking round him 
for a suitable mate, discovered her in 
Miss Paulina Hall, of Edgecomb county, 
a relative of the Randolphs of Virginia. 

Their Paths Separate. 

John, the only brother not directly in- 
terested in the North Carolina ventures, 
in the meantime moved to Savannah. 
where his cousins, Edward and William, 
had made homes. Shortly thereafter the 
covert mutterings against the royal mis- 
rule in the American colonies became 
loud and open protests, the battie of 
Bunker Hill occurred and war activeiy 
began. Feeling himself not in sympathy 
with the colonists, and yet not caring to 
take up arms against the people whom 
he had come to love and respect, Alex- 
ander abandoned his lucrative business, 
and with his wife and children returned 
to Engiand, founding a business at Liver- 
pool. It was on this visit that the por- 
traits of himself and his wife, repro- 
duced in this issue, were painted by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, the associate and friend 
of Goldsmith and Johnson, and the fore- 
most portrait painter of his time, 

At the close of the revolution, Alexan- 


of his considerable estate, again crossed 
to the mother country, where he died 
soon thereafter. His five children, three 
sons and two daughters, all returned to 
America and fdentified themselves prom- 
Inently with the development of that sec- 
tion originally owned as home by their 
father. Ofte of the sons, David, had re- 
celved the careful training of a physician 
at the University of Edinburgh, and dur- 
ing his residence in North Carolina ac- 
quired a reputation for rare skill and 
fidelity to his profession. It was One of 
his daughters, Paulina, who married E. 
F, Small, of this city, thelr daughter 
Bessie being the youngest descendant, in 
this vicinity, of the original Alexander 
Telfair of old Kirkcudbright. 

The Reynolds portraits shown herewith 
have been exhibition at several ex- 
positions, always being the center of 
much studious and historic interest. The 
co.oring’ and detail is wonderfully vivid 
even today, although in places fhe peel- 
ing paint betrays the tooth of time. 

The career of the cousin, Edwin Tel- 
fair, is better known, probably 
it was more picturesque and cast largely 
in the public eye. For a short while 
after his migration to America. he fol- 
lowed directly in the footsteps of his 
cousin, Alexander, locating at Norfolk 
and going with him to Halifax. There, 
however, the spirit of aggression which 
in later days so characterized his move- 
ments became active, and he emigrated 
to Savannah, where De settled in the 
mercantile business. Aside from his com- 
mercial abilities, which were large, he 
possessed profound intellectual traits and 
the genius of leadership. From the first 
he was a warm advocate of American 
independence, becoming one of the fa- 
mous ‘‘Sons of Liberty.’ He was a mem- 
ber of the citizens’ committee that drew 
up the resolutions July 27, 1774, urging 
Georgia to join the American cause. Not 
content with committing himself on Ppa- 
per, he used all of his personal influence 
and persauSive eloquence to turn Wwaver- 
ing ones into the path which he himself 
had taken, and played a leading role in

His Legislative Talent. 

His restless disposition was shown in 
his aligning himself with that fearless, 
band under Habersham, the members of 
which broke open the powder Magazine 
at Savannah to supply the sim revolu- 
tlonary arsenals. So prominently did he 
display legislative ability, that in 1778 
he was made a member of the continental 
congress, signed the ratification of the 
articles of federation, was reelected in 
1780, serving to 1783, and was again 
chosen in 1785, although he did not on 
this occasion take his seat. He Was @& 
member of the commission which in 1873° 
negotiated a treaty with the Cherokee 
Indians. 

In the meantime his popularity in the 
state had been steadily enhancing. Prac- 
without any labor on his part, 
he was made governor of Georgia in 
January 9, 1787, and reelected Novem- 
ber 9. 1790, serving to 1793. During his 
terms office he exerted himself not 
onlv in firmly administering the newly 
made statutes, but he did much to de- 
velop the infant industries of the state, 
and imbue the eitizens of the new re- 
public with a sense of their duties and 
priviieges. Essentially of a gregarious 
nature, he entertained lavishly, one of his 
distinguished guests being General 
who spent’ some time at 
Telfair’s family residence, ‘“‘The Grove,” 
near Augusta. Of the balls given by 
Mrs. Telfair, the open-handed hospitality 
alike to the stranger, the obscure way- 
farer or the traveler of note, the sweet 
romances and the lively scenes insep- 
arabie from life in a new and unformed 
land, many interesting tales might be 
written. 

Nor did this colonial 
neglect his own private fortunes. 
a large estate to his heirs, and his 
gant Savannah mansion, converted by his 
daughter into the Telfair art gallery, 
stands as a lasting monument to his 
name. Should that noble edifice ever 
erumble, the people of Georgia cannot 
forget his achievements, for one of thé 
most prosperous counties in the state 
bears the fine old Scotch cognomen, He 
died in Savannah September 17, 1807, 
having lived to see his adopted country 
enter the first stage of its magnificent 
development. 
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DONKEYS BROUGHT RICHES 
TO THIS ENGLISH PEER

ONDON, April 15.—Lord Portman’s 

coat of arms might appropriately 

be an ass, rampant in a field argent, 
for he owes his great inherited wealth 
to donkeys. His grandnvyother—or per- 
haps it was his great-grandmother—was 
in very delicate health at one time and 
the doctor prescribed asses’ milk for her 
In large quantities. Her devoted husband 
forthwith purchased a drove of donkeys 
and a farm on which to keep them, 
Where that farm stood is now Baryan- 
ston square, one of the most valuable 
prperties in London, and from this and 
other real estate in the city the viscount 
draws annually something like one mil- 
lion dollars in the shape of rent. Prior 
to the purchase of the abiding place for 
donkeys the house Was an obscure one, 
Dut the donkey farm provided the golden 
key that unlocked the door to titles and 
social distinction.

AIT CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH TODAY 
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VIEW OF CUMBERLAND CHURCH. 
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DR. BYRD AT Y. M. C. A. 


Dr. Byrd is delivering a series of most 
tiinetly and interesting sermons every Sun- 
day afternoon at the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. Much comment having 
been occasioned by his recent address on 
“‘Imperial Manhood: © How to Achieve 
It.”" The Constitution obtained the 
following condensed report of the sermon 
by C. F. Quillian, the intercollegiate sec- 
retary of the Young Men's Christian As- 


sociation: 

Dr. Byrd‘said, in substance, as follows: 
This passage makes the basis for the 
kind: of imperial manhood I Wish to pre- 
gent this affernoon. ‘The surrender of 
self which the apostle here exhorts makes 
possible the highest development of the 
most splendid manhood—that type of man- 
hood which finds its expression in willing 
and joyful obedience to the Creator, Some 
cne has said that this passage holds in its 
meaning the key that unlocks the treas- 
ures found in the store house of God, and 
it is certain -that the highest happi- 
ness here is found as the exhortation is 
carried out. 

The presentation of our bodies as a will- 
ing sacrifice is the ‘‘reasona@le service,” 
hecause of the Being to whom we are to 
make this surrender. Not only is He the 
creator of the mighty forces of nature 
which manifest His power in the universe, 
but He has breathed into man the breath 
of life, and made possible the gift of im- 
mortal life. As the last verse of the pre- 
ceding chapter has it, ‘‘For of Him, and 
through Him, and to Him, are all thi 
to whom be glory forever.” It is unde 
the direction and in the wisdom of God 
that everything finds its legitimate place 
in the world, and it is altogether the rea- 
sonable and ‘the sensible thing ‘from 
man’s tiewpoint, that he find iis place 
in loving service to his fellow man and 
self-surrender to Him “to whom be praise, 
glory and dominion.” 

That we should have to be besought car- 
nestiy to do the reasonable thing seems 
strange. In business, social and other re- 
lations, man easily follows the behests ot 
his reason and objects when ont allowed 
te do so: yet how strange that in this 
most important question, in this proposi- 
tion of life and death, we have to be 
constrained and persuaded to do the thing 
our better self tells we ought to do. ; 

The beautiful language here Wsed bw the 
apostle is especially noteworthy by reason 
of the personality of the man Pau) who 
wrote it. The earnest, whole-souled Chris- 
tian life of self-surrender is illustrated tn 
Paul's exemplary life of service as mis- 
sionary, preacher and teacher. No won- 
der Pau} has pity for the half-hearted 
Ohristian who has never experienced the 
full joy of service: for his own life js a 
glad song of conscious help to man in 
Surrendered service to God. The Chris- 
tian on the border land is as much to be 
pitied as the man who is in a boat tied 
to the bank and yet expecting to make 
prograss. Why not become a free nmn in 
all the strength of manhood and enjoy the 
aliberty wherewith Christ hath made us 
ree!’’ 

y That manhood becomes imperial when it 
gives fttself in complete subjection to its 
Maker is jn harmony with the great jaws 
of nature which are illustrated around us 
every day. It illustrates, first, that noth- 
ing in the universe is significant, or wor- 
thy or useful until it yields to the higher 
things above it; and, second, that after 
yielding to the higher forcés, it itself be- 
comes transmuted into higher and better 
life hitherto impossible, 

[In illustration of the first great law, 
dead soil of itself is of no value. However 
rich in resources, unless productive of re- 
turn to the owner, lands impoverish by 
their own expense. That great tract of 
land owt the Péachtree road recently 
bought at $300,000, will make poor by 
ite own taxes unlesg it be yielded to the 
mind and plan of man for its use. All 
the grain in the elevators of the west, 
the fleecy staple of the entire southland, 
the rich minerals of the northwest, all 
are worthless in themselves unless sub- 
mitted to the use of higher forces. 

Likewise with the second law, nature 
all about us offers abundant testimony 
to its truth, The dead soi] says to itself, 
“I am of no use. Ihert, lifeless, 1 de- 
Serve to be trod under the foot of ani- 
ma! life which is higher than my own. 
The flowers lift their heads and drink 
in the sunshine, the trees lift their bare 
arms into the air and sunlight and are

dure, Of what good am [”?’ Just then the 
tiny seed says to the dead soil, ‘“‘Give 
your strength to my use.’ The soil re- 
sponds that it will not give up all it 
possesses, The seed again asks in timid 
voice, “Give your strength to my use.” 
The soil yields its strength to the seed, 
and in. time the barren field is transform- 
ed into the smiling harvest, the desert 
land becomes the green pasture of the 
vast forest or the flower garden. These 
in turn minister to the higher animal 
life, and the grain becomes the tough- 
ened sinew, the seeing eye, the beating 
heart Then animal life, in fulfilment of 
this law of nature, vields to the use of 
man and becomes the thinking brain, 
the steady nerve, the abode of a loving 
affection and the temple of an immortal 
soul. And now the circle comes back to 
Man aS it Is of Its Wily tO God, the cre- 
ator of the soil It rests with you, my 
man, whether the connection shall be 
broken, or whether you will lift yourself 
into the presence of your Maker and @as- 
sert your right to the imperial manhood 
Offered to you by surrender to God. 

The highest freedom possible to man 
comes from the imperialism of manhood 
Offered in following this law 
surrender Kixistence becomes a 
life, and that life full of meaning.

our own masters, yet serving 
whose service We rejoice, for we do the 
things that are meat and drink and 
happiness. This is the imperial man- 
hood that is offered and the willing pre- 
sentation of ourselves as a willing sac- 
rifice is the wavy to attain unto it. 

Dr. Byrd closed with an earnest ap- 
peal for self-surrender on the part of 
those present and in the after-meeting 
five men gave themselves for’ servfce, 
while a great number asked for prayer.

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The new Cumberland Presbyterian 
ehurch, corner Harris and Spring streets, 
of which Rev. George H. Mack is pas- 
tor, will be dedicated today at I! o’clock. 
Rev. Ira Landrith, LL.D., of Chicago, 
will deliver the sermon of dedication. 
There will be present also Rev. E. BH. 
Hendrick, of Nashville, and Rev. ‘A. L. 
Carter, of Jackson, Tenn. A_ special 
programme of music will also mark the 
oceasion, 

This service of dedication comes after 
a period of building covering nine months. 
The work begun in August has been 
pushed through vigorously. The church 
is gothic in architecture, designed by 
Charles Henry & Son, Akron, Ohio, and 
haz a combined seating capacity of 600. 
It has a platform for the auditorium and 
Sunday school room each, and when the 
great raising doors are up this forms one 
continuous rostrum from which tne 
speaker c2n be se@n throughout’ the 
church. The entire cost of the church 
including furnishings. is $16,000, which. 
together with manse and lot, makes the 
value of the church property about $285,- 
000. F. L. Seely was the builder, being 
a member of the church. To his energy 
and devotion great credit is due for the 
good success of the work. The chair- 
man of the building committee is Dr. 
R. R. Kime, who has given largely of 
his time and attention to the enterprise. 

The present occasion marks a point in 
the progress of the movement begun by 
the Tennessee synod in 1901. At that 
time under their direction Rev. Mr. Mack 
came to Atlanta and gathered the people 
of his church together, and selected a lot 
on East Baker stteet near Peachtree 
street. For a while the people met in 
the Y. M. C. A. gospel ha@jl. Then Mr. 
Mack spent about ten months in Ten- 
nessee raising funds for the work. On 
his return in September, 1901, the church 
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was organized with elxty members. The 
elders are Y. B. Jones, Dr. R. R. Kime, 
Dr. A. A. Rowland, W. E. Foote and 
J. M. Douglas, and deacons H. M. Laird, 
L. B. Hambright and H. D. Vaughan. 
Later the property at the corner of Har- 
ris and Spring streets was acquired and 
the church worshipped in the cottage un- 
til it was later remodeled for a manse. In 
January the services were held in the 
Sunday schoo] room and last Sunday for 
the first time in the new auditorjum,. The 
revival meetings which are now in prog- 
ress are held at night in that room, The 
membership has grown regularly since 
the organization and the church is in a 


gflourishing condition. 


In Georgia this church is not so well 
known as in the states to the north ana 
to the west of this. It was organized in 
1810 in the region of the Cumberland 
river in Kentucky and Tennessce (whence 
its name), and has moved with emigra- 
tion westward. lt now numbers ahout 
200,000 members, which, including its col- 
ored membership, {s about the size of the 
Southern Presbyterian church. The cause 
for its organization was a disagreement 
over the doctrines of election in the West- 
minster confession. The church holds that 
Christ died not for the elect only, but for

France and Religious Orders. 

The war aigainst the Catholic religious 
orders in France continues. The war 
opened in 1900 under the premiership of 
M. Waldeck-Rousseau. In a speech de- 
livered in that year he declared that the 
religious orders used their power “to 
plot against the government’ and that 
“the schools of the orders were used 
to breed uo within the state a faction 
against the state." Laws were adopted 
in 190! that put all such assoctations 
under state control, and prohibited asso- 
cCiations of which “the headquarters and 
directorate are located abroad.’ The ef- 
fect of these laws was to drive from the 
country such orders as the Jesuits and 
Benedictines and to subject all others 
to state inspection and regulation. Tha 
next step in the policy of the government 
was to restrict the right of the orders 
to engage in teaching. The first law 
required a license from the state to en- 
gage in teaching and suppressed all 
schools that could not obtain this author- 
ity. The final step has just been taken 
under.the ministry of Premier Combes. 
On March 28 the chamber of deputies by 
the decisive majority of 316 to 269 passed 
the government bill suppressing all forms 
of teaching by religious orders. The 
present authorized schools must all be 
closed out within ten years, and then 
only state schools will be permitted. 
France has thus completely taken the 
education of her children into her own 
hands in order to save them from the 
jagidious poison of priestly influence.

The universal Teacher taught through 
these suppliants all who would afterward 
learn of Him concerning this supreme act 
of the soul. He gave first the mode! of 
praver—the ideas, the words. The Pater- 
noster is an epitome. Here are the needs 
alike of the race and the individual] in 
miniature, It is the alphabet, the numerf- 
al system out of which prayer of every 
description can be spelled and figured, 
Anaiytically, in its separate parts, it illus- 
trates the components of a true, rounded, 
acceptable prayer. Synthetically, there is 
in it a tenor, a spirit—a cumulative power 
unmatched in written language. It is the 
chief ornament of every ritual. Its per- 
petual repetition wearies no one, It is 
sulted alike to child and adult. 

The Lord’s Prayer is a fine example of 
the avoidance of many words, which Jesus 
on another - occasion insisted upon. The 
equilibrium between comprehensivéeness 
and condensation is maintained. The ex- 
ordium is a reverential address to the 
Deity, in which His existence, unity and 
paternal character are adoring!y recog- 
nized. The “kingdom of heaven’’ will he 
found to be the solvent of the prayer: 
The coming of the kingdom will insure the 
hallowing of the divine name, and the do- 
ing of the divine will, as in heaven, so on 
earth, The coming the kingdom in- 
gures absolution, reduces temptations, and 
consequently delivers from evil. Criticism 
has fairly established that the ascriptions 
of kingdom, power and glory was nota 
part of the praver as originally given, 
sut the lofty doxology chords so perfectly 
that it will probably eontinue in use for- 
ever. The prayer can be divided into two 
parts. The first relates Jo the Father and 
contains three petitions; that is, concern- 
ing His name, His kingdom and His will. 
The second concerns ourselves’ and is 
comprehended in the words bread, for- 
giveness and deliverance. Rudolph Stier 
says in his ‘‘Wards of Jesus,” “All the 
tones of the human breast which go from 
earth to heaven sound here in their key- 
notes.”’ 

From this matchless formulary Jesus 
rasses to the spirit which should cNar- 
acterize the suppliant. To set this forth, 
He uses a homely domestic incident. 
We must transfer ourselves to the Orient 
tc appreciate it. There was no mail or 
time table to apprise the host of the 
hour of the guest’s arrival. It would 
like as not be late at night, as travel 
was ordinarily continued then, to escape 
the heat of the day. The gutiest would 
be downright hungry, as there were no 
facilities of the modern restaurateur.

In its April number Dr. E. C. Cartledge 
discusses most interestingly the effect of 
alcohol upon the human system and the 
demoralizing results following in aleohol’s 
train. He says: 

I was, for two years, at the Grady hos 
pital. Many people came there as they 
go there now—to get attention for wounds 
received. 

There were cuts from knives and razors. 
bruises and breaks from rocks and sticks 
ang others hurt at their work of ecarpen- 
tering or other mechanics. There was 
also the man th estreet car or trains had 
battered and mangled. It Was surprisine- 
ly strange to me to that 
tenths of these injured people were drink- 
ers of more liquor. Many were 
not drunk when they got there, 
injury does much to sober one sometimes 
but the breath was almost 
whisky breath. 

So much for the wounded 

I have often gone through the ward and 
surveyed its sick occupants as a whole, 
and noted what brought them there. 
About one-third of those sick were fourfft? 
to have been brought there directly 
indirectly on account of whisky. 

Il visited the ‘“‘Home for the Friendless”’ 
one day and wondered what brought so 
many little, bright childreg there! Misa 
Pressley was in charge. She now helps 
Dr. Broughton with the Tabernacle In- 
firmary. I imagined many varied causes 
for the need o fthis home and thought 
of outcasts, illegitimates, etc., but 
She said ‘No.’ Neatly all were there 
On account of drink of fathers and even 
mothers, sometimes. I knew much, but 
learned more in that line than I suspected 
of intemperance in drink. 

How many are the cases that have 
come under my observation in a short 
professional life of children diseased In 
body and in mind from whisky and beer 
drinking parents. Yesterday I visited a 
little sick child. Her sister, about fifteen 
years old met me at the door. I asked 
her how she happened to not be at schoo! 
at that hour. She said she was working 
now. I knew what it meant; for her 
father drinks and she had to give up 
her education and help provide for the 
family. She was such a bright and fal: 
young girl that it impressed me verv 
much, I thought it would be an interest- 
ing investigation for a doctor to keep note 
for a month of the cases he his 
practice, of the sickness of trace- 
able to drink. 

I once waited on a little child 5 years 
old that was an idiot and was paralyzed 
because its father kept drunk about all 
the time. The oldest child, a boy, about 
fourteen years old, told me his {

he could remember, and that he had 
another little brother at home who never 
went to school because he couldn't learn 
like the other children. 

Tt is reasonable to suppose that the 
other five children have or will, in some 
way, and in some degree, suffer on ac- 
count of their inheritance. Many escape 
our notice, doubtless, who suffer in small- 
er and more ordinary ways. The puny 
and nervous and only partially developed 
in bodies and minds that are subject to 
all diseases and vices, and who finally be- 
come drunkards themselves, well 
criminals of all sorts.

OME, April 23.—One of the rarest 

processes in history of church and 

State, the deposing of a Catholic 
bishop and metropolitan. brought to a 
conclusion and owing to the unerring 
tact, the generous diplomacy and the 
rocklike firmness of Pope Pius, it passed 
off without scandal. 
' The prelate who’ lost office was Dr. 
Theodore Kohn, ‘“‘by the grace of God 
and the holv church prince-archbishop of 
OHmuts, o™e and count of the sacred 
chapter of Bohamia. 

Since 1892 he had been incumbent of 
the richesf see on the continent of Eu- 
rope, and the accusations against him 
thet led to an investigation by the vati- 
can were many. 

But the principal charge, that of fore- 
Ng a priest to reveal to him (Dr. Kohn) 
the secrets of the confessional, was dis- 
proved to the infinite satisfaction of the 
pontiff, not only the judge#®, but Dr. 
ikohn’s yery enemieg recognizing its base- 
lesaness. After that Pope Pius regarded 
the rest of the proceedings with equanim- 
ity. “At worst, he betrayed only human 
weaknesges,’’ ‘he said to Monsignor Merry 
del Val, secretary of state. 

The Charge. 

From high vatican authority your cor- 
respondent learned what follows about 
the principal charge and its subsequent 
disproval: 

Ten years ago, when the war between 
Dr. Kohn and the clergy and people of 
his bishopric was at its height, the prince 
received a dispatch demanding in intem- 
perate language to drop a certain libel 
suit he had begun.

‘her whereabouts and name—she is the 
\young wife of the old Count de Lavardin, 
- a powerful but unpopular seigneur, who 
‘keeps his chateau inaccessible to all but a 
jchosen few. With the help of a mysteril- 
/ous stranger, who has his own reasons
